WARMING 

by 

RADIATION. 


THE  special  hygienic  value  of  a  gas  fire 
is  the  effect    of   radiant  heat  which 
is  yielded — heat,  that  is  to  say,  -which 
in  its  effects  closely  approximates  the  effect 
of  the  heat  of  the  sun's  rays. 

The  heat  rays  which  pass  from  a  gas  fire 
into  a  room  are  absorbed  by  solid  objects ; 
they  do  not  directly  heat  the  air.  They  warm 
all  the  solids  in  the  room  and  so  produce  com- 
fortable surroundings,  but  the  temperature  of 
the  air  is  only  gradually  heated  by  contact 
with  the  warmed  objects  in  the  room. 

The  advantage  of  thus  breathing  cool  air 
while  the  body  is  warmed  will  be  evident  to 
all  who  have  experienced  the  relaxing  effect 
of  inhaling  air  that  has  been  unduly  heated. 
Heated  air  has  a  great  absorptive  capacity  for 
water,  and  satisfies  itself  by  taking  moisture 
from  the  lips,  nose  and  eyes,  producing  a 
feeling  that  is  usually  described  as  "dryness." 

In  a  room  heated  by  a  gas  fire  there  is 
no  such  discomfort,  for  when  the  radiation  is 
absorbed  by  the  solid  bodies  an  air  movement 
is  set  up  similar  to  that  produced  by  a  light 
spring  breeze,  giving  the  occupants  a  feeling 
of  freshness. 

Gas  fires  provide  the  readiest  means  of 
producing  radiation  for  warming  purposes, 
for  of  the  total  heat  given  out  into  a  room 
by  a  modern  gas  fire,  between  70%  and  80% 
is  in  the  form  of  radiation.

European  War  News. 


Import  and  Export  Notices. 

RUSSIA.— The  "Board  of  Trade  Journal"  (October  26) 
contains  a  detailed  list  of  goods  the  importation  of  which 
it  is  proposed  to  prohibit  as  from  November  2.  These  in- 
clude spirits,  even  if  denatured ;  liqueurs,  spirituous 
infusions,  ethers  used  in  medicines,  fruit  essences  containing 
spirit,  also  spirits  used  for,  heating,  mixed  with  soap  and 
in  solid  form;  mineral  waters,  natural  or  artificial  (except 
certain  medicinal  mineral  waters) ;  cosmetics  and  aromatic 
substances — viz.,  white  toilet-powder,  rouge,  hair-dyes  not 
containing  spirit,  scented  pastilles  for  fumigating,  cosmetic 
preparations  (not  specially  mentioned  in  the  Russian 
Customs  tariff),  and  all  kinds  of  aromatic  substances  in 
crystals;  all  kinds  of  perfumery  and  cosmetic  prepara- 
tions containing  spirit — e.g.,  scents,  elixirs,  etc.;  pomades 
in  receptacles  weighing  less  than  ten  fonts ;  aromatic 
waters  containing  alcohol ;  toilet-soaps  in  cakes,,  powder  or 
liquid. 

United  Kingdom. — The  Foreign  Office  intimates  that  no 
further  licences  will  be  issued  in  the  United  Kingdom 
or  in  the  British  Possessions  overseas  for  the  exportation 
to  Holland  of  wax,  other  than  paraffin  wax,  until  further 
notice.

Lance-Cohpokal  T.  H.  Emley,  of  the  Lanes  Fusiliers,  for 
over  twenty  years  with  J.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Victoria  Bridge,  Manchester,  is  reported  missing  after  an 
attack  on  the  Somme.  It  is  believed  that  he  is  dead,  as 
he  was  last  seen  lying  in  the  German  second  line  with 
shrapnel  falling  around  him. 

Mr.  John  Burfield  Hickman,  son  of  Mr.  John  Hickman, 
dispenser  at  the  City  of  Westminster  Infirmary,  Hendon, 
was  among  the  successful  candidates  at  the  Army  Entrance 
examination  held  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in 
September.  He  was  fifty-seventh  on  the  list,  and  so  enters 
the  Royal  Military  Academy,  Woolwich. 

Second-Lieutenant  Arthur  Scragg,  of  the  Rifle  Brigade, 
brother  of  Mr.  Albert  Scragg,  pharmacist,  Swadlincote, 
Derbyshire,  has  been  wounded  for  the  second  time,  and  is 
in  hospital  at  Bristol.  He  was  hit  by  a  bullet  in  the  left 
leg,  and  fell  into  a  shell-hole,  in  which  he  had  to  remain 
all  day  under  heavy  fire.  At  night  he  crawled  into  the

The 
corporal  was  a  chemist's  assistant  in  Jersey  and  London. 
A  month  after  he  gained  his  D.C.M.  he  was  shot  in  the 
right  elbow  by  a  German  anti-aircraft  gun,  and  has  been 
in  a  Leicester  hospital  for  a  year. 

Captain  C.  G.  M.  Hatfield,  of  the  Middlesex  Regiment, 
only  son  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Hatfield,  dispensing  chemist,  817 
Commercial  Road,  London,  E.,  is  ,  now  in  a  Cambridge 
hospital  recovering  from  gas-poisoning  which  he  .contracted 
in  France.  When  the  war  broke  out  the  captain  was  on 
annual  training  with  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  has  served 
with  the  Colours  since.  On  October  16  he  had  been  thirteen 
months  at  the  Front  without  home  leave. 

Surgeon-Probationer  Alexander  L.  Strachan,  R.N.V.R., 
who  went  down  with  H.M.S.  Genista  on  October  23  was 
the  elder  son  of  the  late  Alexander  Strachan,  Ph.C,  Aber- 
deen,  and   had  taken  his  medical    degrees  at  Aberdeen 
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University.  His  first  and  real  taste  of  war  was  when, 
on  his  way  to  join  his  ship,  he  arrived  in  Dublin  in  the 
middle  of  the  rebellion,  and  had  to  take  charge  of  a 
hospital  there.  His  brother,  Second-Lieutenant  G.  H. 
Straehan,  is  at  present  in  France  with  the  Gordon  High- 
landers.

After  the  War. 

How  Stand  our  Chemical  Industries  ? 

Discussion  by  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Mr.  Thomas  Ttrer  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chemical 
Trade  Section,  which  was  held  at  the  offices  in 
Oxford  Court,  E.G.,  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  27,  the 
object  being  to  ■  'discuss  the  general  policj'  of  the 
chemical  and  allied  industries  on  practical  questions  arising 
during  and  after  the  war,  and  to  consider  what  concerted 
action  may  be  desirable  in  the  common  interest.  Several 
months  ago  the  Council  appointed  a  Special  Committee 
to  deal  with  this  question,  and  this  Committee  has  already 
adopted  and  submitted  the  following  recommendations  to 
ths  Council  : 

(1)  That  any  measure  which  may  be  considered  in  connection 
with  trade  during:  and  after  the  war  should  provide:  (o)  for 
preferential  reciprocal  trading  relations  between  all  parts  of  the 
British  Empire;  (b)  for  reciprocal  trading'  relations  between  the 
British  Empire  and  the  Allied  countries;  (e)  for  the  favourable 
treatment  of_  neutral  countries;  and  (d)  for  regulating,  by 
tariffs  and  otherwise,  trade  relations  with  all  enemy  countries, 
so  as  to  render  impossible  a.  return  to  pre-war  conditions,  and 
for  stimulating  the  development  of  home  manufactures  and  the 
consequent  increased  employment  of  native  labour. 

(2)  That  stops  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  dumping  (and 
undervaluation)  of  enenvy  goods  into  British  markets  after  the 
war. 

The  Chemical  Trade  Section  has  generally  approved  of 
these  recommendations,  and  has  also  suggested  that  with 
the  object  of  protecting  the  interests  of  the  great  chemical- 
industries  of  this  country,  the  Government  should  impose 
tariffs  on  imported  and  manufactured  chemicals,  preference 
being  granted  to  our  Dependencies  and  Allied  States,  with 
a  view  to  keeping  Great  Britain  independent  of  the  supply 
of  chemicals  and  alliod  substances  of  prime  importance 
to  the  wool,  cotton,  pharmacy,  and  other  industries.  Tho 
following  gentlemen  attended  the  meeting :

Mr.  Tyrer  opened  the  discussion,  and  was  followed  by 
Mr.  Hodgetts,  then  by  Mr.  Boake,  who  urged  the  necessity 
for  direct  representation  of  chemical  industry  in  Parlia- 
ment. In  regard  to  protection,  he  submitted  that  they 
did  not  want  a  tariff  in  order  to  bolster  up  their  trade. 
They  wanted  "  level  terms "  wTiich  they  had  never  yet 
had.  What  is  to  become,  he  asked,  of  the  heaps  of 
chemicals  lying  in  German  warehouses,  railways,  barges, 
etc.  ?  Are  they  to  be  clumped  here  and  turned  into  gold  ? 
That  will  happen  unless  something  is  now  done  to 
prevent  it,  and  Mr.  Boake  expounded  graphically  the 
simplicity  with  which  we  had  in  the  past  enabled  German 
agents  to  settle  here,  sell  what  they  had,  and  get 
all  they  wanted.  Mr.  G.  H.  Wilkinson  then  told  of  tho 
conditions  which  had  affected  the  wood-distilling  industries 
before  the  war.  Then  4,000  tors  of  wood  charcoal  was 
imported  from  Hungary  annually,  the  price  being  fixed 
by  the  exporters,  and  anything  over  4,000  tons  was 
credited  to  the  Hungarian  Government  in  order  to  increase 
their  acetate-of-lime  output,  which  cannot  be  made  in 
lai,rre  quantities.  Hungary  paid  the  freight  to  Great 
Britain  and  fixed  the  price  at  57n.  6<?.  per  ton,  this  being 
most  unfair  to  British  makers,  who  had  to  pay  heavy  rail- 
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way  freights.  British  wood-distillers  could  not  manu- 
facture all  the  charcoal  required  by  Great  Britain,  but  have 
done  better  during  the  war,  and  now  ask  an  import-duty 
of  5/.  per  ton  on  charcoal,  so  as  to  stop  the  4,000  tons 
imported.  As  acetate  of  lime  is  imported  from  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  the  Association  do  not  ask  an 
import-duty  on  that,  sufficient  not  being  produced  for 
home  requirements.  He  shewed  how  the  supply  of  acetate 
of  lime  will  be  improved,  and  how  the  national  need  for 
acetone  could  be  met.  At  present  the  Government  imports 
90.000/.  worth  annually,  so  that,  a  subsidy  of  10,000/.  or 
15,000/.  to  English  makers  would  be  an  enormous  saving 
to  the  nation.  Mr.  Pugh,  speaking  as  a  maker  of  salicy- 
lates, supported  Mr.  Wilkinson,  and  suggested  that  the 
Chamber  should  ascertain  which  chemical-industries  in 
this  country  are  capable  of  supplying  the  needs  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  Colonies,  then  devise  some  means  for 
protecting  them  against  dumping  and  for  opening  up  trade 
channels,  because  Germany  would  make  it  her  business 
to  find  markets  in  lieu  of  those  closed  to  her. 
Dr.  M.  O.  Forster,  in  the  course  of  a  fine  speech  deal- 
ing with  the  dye-making  industry,  submitted  that  where 
you  have  a  material  which  can  be  produced  here  in  an 
amount  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  country,  then 
a  tariff  should  be  placed  on  its  importation,  but  it  would 
be  perfectly  fatuous  to  place  a  tariff,  for  example,  on 
particular  dyes  which  cannot  be  produced  in  this  country, 
and  which  would  involve  years  of  research  and  money  to 
attain  anywhere  near  the  position  of  Germany.  He  told 
how  Germans  had  throttled  British  makers  of  intermediary 
products — e.g.,  beta-naphthol — and  also  spoke  of  the  need 
for  reforming  our  system  of  education.  Sir  Charles 
Bedford  next  spoke,  and  stated  that  they  are  forming 
sectional  groups  of  chemical-industries  in  his  Association, 
and  each  group  will  be  studied  in  order  of  urgency.  He 
approved  of  Mr.  Boake's  suggestion  regarding  direct 
political  representation  of  the  chemical-industry  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  discussed  this  at  length,  also 
stating  that  manufacturing  chemists  must  abandon  their 
trade  jealousy  and  timidity  with  regard  to  the  disclosure 
of  secret  processes  among  themselves.  As  to  tariffs  he 
suggested  a  Standing  Board  on  which  Government  repre- 
sentatives would  sit  with  representatives  of  the  chief  in- 
dustries. Mr.  D.  Lloyd  Howard  said  that  the  question  of 
preferential  trading  relations  between  our  Colonies  and 
our  Allies  as  a  defensive  means  against  our  enemies  is 
becoming  less  and  less  a  pasty  question  as  the  result  of  an 
enlightened  public  opinion.  No  tariff  alone  will  save  the 
British  chemical-industry,  neither  will  education  alone. 
There  are  a  number  of  obstacles  in  the  way- — e.g.,  the 
question  of  patents  needs  revision.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  look  up  any  group  of  German  chemical-patents  in  this 
country :  it  is  seldom  a  full  disclosure  is  made,  and 
whole  groups  of  compounds  are  patented,  not  with  the 
intention  of  working  them,  but  with  the  idea  of  preventing 
further  investigation.  The  stimulation  of  production  in 
this  country  is  a  question  for  the  whole  population,  and 
if  they  are  not  employed  on  productive  work,  then  the 
strain  will  in  time  become  intolerable.  That  is  where 
Germany  in  her  wisdom  and  foresight,  aided  by  a  paternal 
Government,  has  fostered  and  stimulated  her  production  in 
every  way.  We  need  a  similar  sympathetic  attitude 
towards  production.  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  was  in  complete  sym- 
pathy with  the  first  resolution  on  the  paper,  all  being 
unanimous  that  something  should  be  done.  The  Germans 
had  been  very  active  in  the  past  in  obtaining  the  control 
and  supply  of  certain  products  which  are  the  only  sources 
of  important  chem'cal-substances — e.g.,  santonin,  of  which 
they  monopolised  the  whole  of  the  Russian  supply  of  raw 
material,  wormseed.  thereby  driving  up  prices  to  an 
enormous  figure.  Egvptian  henbane,  a  source  of  atropine 
investigated  by  the  Imperial  Institute,  was  also  mono- 
polised by  Germany,  and  everybody  had  to  go  to  that 
country  for  the  manufactured  products.  That  sort  of  thing 
must  be  put  a  stop  to.  Nobody  in  particular  was  to 
blame,  except,  perhaps,  the  British  manufacturers;  but  the 
time  for  recrimination  is  past,  and  efforts  should  now  be 
directed  towards  securing  co-operation  between  the  various 
Government  Departments,  like  the  Foreign  Office,  the  Im- 
perial Institute,  and  the  fine-chemical  makers.  He  was 
sure  that  further  steps  would  lead  to  better  results. 

The  Chairman  then  wound  up  the  discussion,  and  inti- 
mated that  the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  had  prepared 
a  third"  report  on  the  measures  to  be  taken  to  give  full 
effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Economic  Conference 
of  the  Allies,  which  will  be  ready  towards  the  end  of  the 
year.  He  moved.  Mr.  Blagden  seconded,  and  the  meeting 
unanimously  agreed,  that  the  questions  raised  in  the  dis- 
cussion be  referred  to  the  respective  Sub-Sections  for  con- 
sideration and  such  action  as  may  be  practicable.

Cocaine  in  Dentistry. 

The  Home  Secretary  informs  us  that  the  permission 
granted  to  unregistered  persons  bona  fide  engaged  in 
practising  dentistry  on  July  28,  1916,  to  purchase  cocaine 
preparations  containing  not  more  than  1  per  cent,  of 
cocaine  for  use  solely  as  local  anaesthetics  in  connection 
with  dental  work  has  been  extended  to  December  15,  1916. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  31  the  Home  Secretary 
informed  Mr.  Raffan  that  he  will  be  glad  to  consult  his  hon. 
friend  as  to  the  terms  of  reference  to  the  promised  Committee. 
The  proceedings  of  Departmental  Committees  are  not  held  in 
public,  but  the  minutes  of  evidence  could,  if  necessary,  be  pub- 
lished as  a  Parliamentary  Paper.  Mr.  Samuel  added  that  he  does 
not  anticipate  that  the  inquiry  will  be  a  long-  one,  and  he  had 
accordingly  extended  the  present  permit.  If  that  should  prove 
insufficient,  a  further  extension  will,  of  course,  be  granted. 

Ramsay  Memorial.  \ 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Botanical  Theatre  of  University 
College,  Gower  Street,  London,  W.C.,  on  October  31,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  raise 
a  memorial  to  the  late  Sir  William  Ramsay.  Lord  Ray- 
leigh,  F.R.S.,  was  in  the  chair,  and,  in  an  introductory 
speech,  dealt  with  the  •discovery  of  argon  by  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  which  was  due  to  the  quick  grasp  of  the  signific- 
ance of  a  difference  in  weight  of  nitrogen  from  the  air 
and  from  other  sources.  It  is  not  a  "  rare  "  gas,  said  Lord 
Rayleigh,  there  being  more  in  the  room  '*  than  any  of  us 
eo.uld  carry."  Mr.  J.  A.  Pease  (Postmaster-General),  who 
represented  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  (Lord 
Crewe),  then  moved  a  resolution  that  steps  be  taken  to 
raise  a  fund  as  a  memorial  to  Sir  William  Ramsay,  to  be 
utilised  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  chemical  teaching 
and  research  under  a  scheme  to  be  approved  by  the  sub- 
scribers. The  resolution  was  seconded  by  Sir  J.  J.  Thom- 
son (President  of  the  Royal  Society),  and  supported  by  M. 
Paul  Hymans  (Belgian  Minister)  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Buckley 
(representing  the  American  Ambassador).  Other  resolu- 
tions were  adopted  appointing  Lord  Rayleigh  Chairman, 
Professor  J.  Norman  Collie  Treasurer,  and  Dr.  Samuel 
Smiles  Secretary  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  carry 
out  the  objects.  Afterwards  a  public  lecture  on  "  The 
Scientific  Work  of  Sir  William  Ramsay "  was  given  by 
Professor  J.  Norman  Collie  in  the  new  Chemical  Theatre, 
at  which  Sir  William  Tilden  presided.  Both  functions  were 
very   largely  attended. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  1916-17  Council  of  the  Society 
was  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine, 
W'impole  Street,  London,  W.,  on  October  23,  and  after- 
wards, the  President  (Dr.  Charles  Carpenter)  entertained 
the  councillors  and  the  Publication  Committee  to  dinner 
at  the  Welbeck  Palace  Hotel.  Mr.  MacAlister,  Secretary 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  Sir  William  Crookes, 
O.M..  and  Dr.  R.  Messel  were  also  present.  It  was  sug- 
gested last  year  that  the  Council  should  meet  at  least  twice 
during  the  session  at  one  of  the  provincial  centres.  This 
has  been  arranged,  and  the  first  meeting  is  to  be  held  in 
Liverpool,  followed  by  another  in  Leeds  at  the  invitation 
of  the  University.  The  idea  underlying  this  development 
is  more  intimate  co-operation  of  departments  of  chemical 
industry,  as  well  as  saving  the  Council's  time  and  con- 
centrating this  upon  the  Society's  more  intimate  work. 
It  may  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  leaders  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Chemical  Manufacturers  are  on  the  Council  of 
the  Society. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Caven.  F.I.C.,  gave  an  address  to  the  Notting- 
ham Section  of  the  Society  on  Wednesday  evening,-  Octo- 
ber 25,  the  subject  being  chemical  education.  In  this  he 
outlined  the  conditions  "  that  must  be  fulfilled  by  the 
scientific  army  which  is  to  keep  up  our  trade  in  the  future.

"Liverpool. 

Mr.  William  P.  Evans,  President  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists  Association,  has  been  nominated  by  the  Council 
for  re-election  at  the  next  general  meeting. 

Lieutenant  J.  V.  Holland,  whose  name  appears  in  the 
latest  \.C.  list,  is  a  former  student  of  Liverpool  University 
(bchool  of  Veterinary  Science)  under  Dr.  J.  Share  Jones. 

A  party  of  Canadian  soldiers  stranded  in  Liverpool  last 
bunday,  with  only  Canadian  coin  in  their  pockets,  happily 
found  a  pharmacy  open  at  which  their  money  was  changed 
and  they  obtained  advice  useful  to  them  in  a  strange  citv' 
More  systematic  municipal  attention  to  Colonial  and  foreign 
visitors  in  Liverpool  has  long  been  advocated. 

A  special  inquiry  this  week  shows  that  the  evening  busi- 
ness at  many  pharmacies  has  fallen  off  since  the  compulsory 
clcsing  regulation  came  in  force,  the  streets  being  un- 
inviting and  increasingly  dangerous.  Whatever  modifica- 
tion of  the  panel  arrangements  mav  be  found  neces- 
sary owing  to  the  earlier  hour  of  closing  should  be  easily 
effected.  J 

( By  flie  modification  of  the  early  closing  order,  the 
Government  has  come  into  line  with  the  majority  vote 
passed  at  the  joint  conference  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  last  week. 
Hence  there  will  be  no  need  to  vary  the  agreement  with 
the  local  Insurance  Committee  to  receive  prescriptions  up 
to  8  p.m.  Tint  the  trend  is  towards  early  shopping  may 
be  seen  from  the  experience  cf  a  suburban  pharmacist.  He 
states  that,  whereas  he  was  wont  to  have  few  customers 
in  the  afternoons  and  a  rush  about  closing-time,  he  now 
finds  the  afternoon  busy,  while  the  darkened  streets,  the 
earlv  closing  by  other  tradesmen,  and  the  fear  of  being 
too  late,  which  commi!sorV  orders  have  engendered,  have 
chocked  eveninsr  tr.y'e.  This  week  the  actual  operation  of 
the  order  has  coincided  with  a  renewal  of  stormv  weather. 
Hence  even  the  pharmacies  which  have  been  mainly  occupied 


with  a  night  business  are  greeting  fTieir  customers  at  new 
and  reasonable  hours.  Nothing  has  yet  been  attempted 
collectively,  as  at  Halifax  and  some  other  places,  to  induce 
the  panel  doctors  to  open  and  close  their  consulting-rooms 
at  earlier  hours.  On  Sunday  evening,  for  the  first  time, 
church-bells  were  silent  by  police  order. 

Sheffield. 

Mr.  Ernest  Preston,  lecturer  on  pharmacy  and  materia 
medica  at  the  Sheffield  Secondary  School,  is  to  take  the 
third  year's  chemistry  classes  in  addition  to  his  present 
work. 

An  effort  is  to  be  made  to  arrange  for  meetings  of  the 
local  Association  to  take  place  on  moenlight  nights,  as 
the  restricted  lighting  and  the  shortened  tram  service 
would  probably  reduce  the  attendance  to  a  minimum. 

The  local  Press  has  been  commenting  on  the  increased 
dispensing-fees  for  chemists,  but  omitted  the  decimal  point 
before  the  cypher,  so  the  report  appeared  as  an  increase 
of  3(7.  per  scrip.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the  matter,  and 
the  error  has  been  rectified. 

Newton  &  Chambers'  Izal  department  believe  in  "keep- 
ing the  home  fires  burning,"  as  they  have  appointed  Mrs. 
J  A.  Machen,  whose  husband  has  joined  up  with  the 
Motor  Transport  Section,  to  represent  them  in  the  Sheffield 
district  during  his  absence. 

Miscellaneous. 

Poison-licence  Wanted.— Mr.  Prank  Harris  (S.  West  & 
Sons),  seedsman  and  florist,  The  Market,  Oxford,  is  apply- 
ing for  an  agri-horticultural  poison-licence. 

Chinese  and  Opium  provide  us  with  another  half-dozen 
convictions  this  week.  The  Thames  Police  Court  was  the 
place  of  trial,  the  offence  possession  of  opium,  and  the 
penalties  fines  of  from  27.  to  21?.,  or  487.  altogether,  with 
the  prison  as  an  alternative. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Association  of 
Insurance  Committees  has  just  been  held,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  over  eighty  has  been  reduced  to 
sixteen.  Both  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  W.  S.

The  Creditors  of  Eric  L.  Berggren  &  Co.,  turpentine- 
agents,  374  Old  Street,  London,  E.C.,  met  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  Thursday,  October  26,  when  the 
Official  Receiver  reported  that  no  one  had  surrendered 
under  tha  proceedings,  ancl  an  inspector  had  reported  that 
the  premises.  374  Old  Street,  are  closed  during  the  war. 
The  Official  Receiver  is  to  wind  up  the  matter  in  bank- 
ruptcy. 

Thermos  Flasks.— At  Thames  Police  Court  on  October  29. 
Peter  C.  Forbes  (45),  William  Cordell  (48),  and  James  K. 
Davidson  (31)  were  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
being  concerned  together  in  stealing  five  cases  cf  Thermos 
vacuum  flasks,  value  1397.  3s.,  the  property  of  the  Midland 
Railway  Co.  Davidson  pleaded  guilty  and  Forbes  and 
Cordell  said  they  were  not  guilty.  Particulars  of  the  case 
were  given  in  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  it  D.  (p.  40).

although  a  constable  said  he  and  the  Mayor  stood  at  the 
approach  to  Mr.  Hollellv's  drive  and  saw  no  lights  to 
complain  of.    Mr.  Hollelly  is  an  ex-Mayor  of  the  borough. 

Poisonings. — Among  the  poisonings  reported  during  the 
week  is  one  of  a  child  of  New  Boultham,  Lincoln,  who 
ate  some  tablets  containing  strychnine  in  the  belief  that 
these  were  sweets.  A  case  of  poisoning  occurred  at 
Wombwell,  where  a  woman  named  Oldficld  was  found  to 
have  died  from  Bright's  disease,  accelerated  by  an  irritant 
poison,  probably  lead.  A  Westminster  butler  named  Wad- 
ham,  who  was  being  arrested  by  a  detective,  took  some 
potassium  cyanide,  and  died  at  the  police-station. 

Druggists'  Goods.— At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court,  W  E. 
White  (26),  a  carman,  E.  Charlton  (29),  provision- 
dealer,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Charlton  (27)  were  remanded  on 
a  charge  of  being  concerned  together  in  stealing  and  re- 
ceiving camphorated  oil  and  vaseline,  the  property  of 
P.  H.  Galloway,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Walworth 
Road.  White  pleaded  guilty,  but  both  the  Charltons 
declared  that  they  did  not  know  the  goods  were  stolen. 
The  Magistrate  (Mr.  Biron)  accepted  bail  in  257.  for  Mrs. 
Charlton. 

Takt\ric-aoid  Substitutes. — Owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
tartaric  acid,  substitutes  for  it  are  being  used,  and  baking- 
powder  containing  arsenic  is  one  of  the  results.  There  has 
been  a  seizure  at  Paddington  in  consequence  of  a  letter 
from  the  Local  Government  Board  suggesting  that  special 
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attention  should  be  given  by  the  local  authority  to  baking- 
powder,  egg-powder,  self-raising  flour,  and  cream-of -tartar 
■substitute  sold  in  the  district,  analyses  having  revealed  the 
presence  of  considerable  amounts  of  arsenic.  This  the 
public  analyst  has  proved,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to 
stop  the  sale  of  such  products. 

Treat  to  Wounded  Soldiers. — W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
'Ash  Grove,  Hackney,  N.E.,  entertained  150  wounded 
soldiers  one  day  last  week.  They  had  in  co-operation  with 
them  Inspector  Wiggs,  of  the  Hackney  Special  Constabulary, 
who  looked  after  the  arrangements  for  the  entertainment 
of  the  wounded  men.  Mr.  James  M.  Bush,  chairman  of 
the  company,  and  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Bush,  his  brother  and 
co-director,  were  present,  and  gave  hearty  assistance  with 
•everything.  The  men  were  conveyed  by  four  motor- ""buses 
and  a  number  of  motor-cars  from  the  Clifden  Road  and 
Stormount  House  Military  Hospital  to  the  "  Bricklayers' 
Arms."  Thornwood,  Epping.  Immediately  on  arrival  a 
refreshing  cup  of  tea  was  served  to  them,  and  after  it 
■various  competitive  sports  took  place,  the  winners  receiving 
prizes.  Then  a  meat-tea  was  provided,  and  subsequently 
Mr.  George  Courtney's  concert-party  gave  the  company  a 
.delightful  entertainment.

country  will  make  frantic  efforts  at  any  cost  to  retain 
its  trade. 

It  is  strange  that  the  lay  Press,  which  has  a  great  deal 
to  say  regarding  earlier  closing,  has  not  recalled  the  fact 
that  the  famous  Johnnie  Dowie  was  one  of  the  pioneers 
in  this  matter.  His  tavern  in  Liberton's  Wynd  was  the 
resort  of  Fergusson,  the  poet,  Robert  Burns,  and  many 
others  of  that  ilk ;  but  Dowie  always  refused  to  harbour 
his  guests  after  midnight  had  "  chapped." 

Though  there  may  be  little  passing  trade  in  the  even- 
ings this  winter,  it  is  of  interest  to  window-dressers  to 
learn  that  the  authorities  are  going  to  have  certain  shop- 
windows  chosen,  the  lighting  thereof  serving  as  a  model  of 
what  is  necessary  under  the  regulations.  Few  chemists 
have  adopted  any  of  the  devices  employed  by  big  city 
shops  to  indicate  that  their  premises  are  open  for  business.

The  Committee  intends  holding  a 
series  of  entertainments  during  the  winter  session,  a  goodly 
portion  of  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  devoted  to  war 
charities. 


Thansvaal  Pharmacy  Board. — His  Excellency  the 
Governor-General  has  nominated  Messrs.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie 
(Johannesburg)  and  Walter  Harvey  (Heidelberg)  as 
members  of  the  Board  for  a  period  of  three  years  or  until 
the  coming  into  operation  of  a  Dental  and  Pharmacy  Act 
for  the  Union.  Nominations  closed  on  October  13  for  three 
members  to  be  elected  on  the  Board,  but  as  a  new  Dental 
and  Pharmacy  Act  is  likely  to  become  law  about  May 
1917,  the  three  present  members — Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones, 
A.  Ronnie,  and  Jno.  Christie — were  to  be  elected  without 
opposition. 
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Legal  Reports, 


Essential  Oils  for  Germany.— In  the  Prize  Ckmrt  on 
October  30,  Sir  Samuel  Evans  delivered  judgment  in  a 
case  in  which  the  Crown  asked  for  the  condemnation  of 
a  cargo  of  ten  cases  of  essential  oils  consigned  on  the 
steamship  Progrcsso„  of  Norway^  by  Pfalz  &  Bauer, 
New  York,  to  Alaf  Prytz,  Gothenberg.  His  Lordship 
declared  that  the  oils  were  on  their  way  to  an  enemy 
destination  and  were  enemy  goods.  He  ordered  them  to 
be  detained  or  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Court. 

A  Phosferiae  Action.— In  the  Chancery  Division  on 
October  27,  Mr.  Justice  Younger  had  mentioned  to  him  a 
motion  by  Ashton  &  Parsons,  Ltd.,  for  a  writ  of  attach- 
ment against  Mr.  Edmund  Dart,  who  trades  as  the  Dart 
Remedies  Co.  at  Market  Place,  Pontypridd,  and  is  also 
known  as  "  Professor  Edmunds."  Mr.  Kerly,  K.C.  (for 
plaintiffs)  complained  that  the  defendant  had  committed  a 
breach  of  an  injunction  granted  by  Mr.  Justice  Sargant  in 
March  1915  in  a  trade-mark  and  passing-off  action  restrain- 
ing him  from  passing  off  an  article  as  phosferine  that  was 
not  the  plaintiffs'  preparation.  Counsel  said  that  the  evi- 
dence was  not  quite  ready,  and  his  Lordship  allowed  the 
motion  to  stand  over  for  a  fortnight. 

Medicine-stain p  Acts.— At  West  Ham  Police  Court  on 
October  31,  summonses  taken  out  under  these  Acts,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
against  Sarah  Harriett  Bishop,  Rathbone  Street,  Canning 
Town,  for  selling  a  box  of  Bishop's  indigestion-pills  and 
a  bottle  of  cough-mixture,  which  were  dutiable  but  un- 
stamped, came  before  Mr.  Gillespie.  A  letter  was  read 
in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant  died  on  Feb- 
ruary 14.  Mr.  E.  R.  Booth  appeared  for  the  Commissioners, 
and  mentioned  that  the  husband  died  a  few  months  ago, 
wdiile  proceedings  against  him  were  pending.  Mr.  Booth 
now  mad©  telephonic  inquiries  regarding  Mrs.  Bishop's 
death,  and  withdrew  the  summonses. 

Dentists  Act:  D.D.S.,  U.S.A.  —  In  the  Northern 
Police  Court,  Dublin,  before  Mr.  Drurv,  the  hearing  was 
concluded  on  October  30  of  an  action,  under  Section  3  of 
the  Act,  against  David  Isaacson,  bv  Mr.  D.  L.  Rogers,  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  Irish  Branch  of  "the  British  Dental  Asso- 
ciation, for  unlawfully  using  "  Mr.  Davy,  D.D.S.  U.S  A  ," 
signifying  by  the  letters  "  D.D.S."  Doctor  of  Dental  Sur- 
gery, and  purporting  that  he  was  a  person  specially  quali- 
fied to  practise  dentistry.  In  other  summonses  'he  was 
charged  with  having  used  in  advertisements  in  Dublin 
papers  descriptions  to  which  he  was  not  entitled,  such  as 
"  Mr.  Davy,  the  Star  of  the  Dental  World,"  "'  Great  War 
against  High  Prices  :  Dublin  Dentist's  Remarkable  Offer," 
'  Unique  Dental  Operator."  Mr.  Chambers,  K.C,  M.P., 
appeared  for  the  defendant,  and  Mr.  Samuels,  K.C.  for 
the  complainant.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  words 
"  Dublin  Dentist's  Remarkable  "  had  been  inserted  in  the 
advertisement,  and  when  defendant  saw  them  he  repudiated 
them  and  directed  that  they  should  not  be  repeated.  The 
Magistrate,  in  giving  judgment,  said' he  did  not  consider 
the  advertisements,  other  than  that  which  contained  the 
words  "Dublin  Dentist's  Rema.rkable  Offer."  bore  the  mean- 
ing suggested  by  the  prosecution.  The  latter  advertisement 
undoubtedly  broiieht  the  defendant  within  the  Act,  but  he 
repudiated  it.  He  dismissed  the  summons  on  the'  ground 
that  there  were  extenuating  circumstances,  and  also  dis- 
missed on  the  merits  summonses  in  regard  to  other  adver- 
tisements. He  fined  the  defendant  AOs.  on  the  "  D.D.S." 
summons,  and  ordered  each  partv  tr>  abide  his  own  costs. 
He  agreed,  on  the  application  of  Mr.  Samuels,  K.C,  te- 
state a  case  for  the  High  Court.

Sargeant,  H.  Skinner,  and  J.  R.  Young. 

Elections  and  Restoeations. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read 
and  confirmed,  six  members  and  ten  student-associates  were 
elected,  and  six  persons  restored  to  their  former  position 
in  the  Society.  The  name  of  one  chemist  was  restored  to 
.the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  Thirty-one  appren- 
tices or  students  were  registered. 

Correspondence. 

Letters  of  thanks  were  received  from  Mrs.  C.  B.  Allen 

•  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen  for  the  resolution  of  sympathy  which 
the  Council  passed  last  month. 

The  Colonial  Office  transmitted  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance 
to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  relating  to  the  registra- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  poisons  in  Hong-Kong.  This  is  to  be  considered  by  the 
Law  Committee. 

The  Joint  Matriculation  Board  of  the  Universities  of 
Manchester,  Liverpool,  Leeds,  and  Sheffield  transmitted 
copies  of  regulations  regarding  an  additional  school  certifi- 
cate examination  which  is  to  be  instituted  in  1917.  This 
was  sent  to  the  Boards  of  Examiners  for  consideration. 

The  Bribery  and  Secret  Commissions  Prevention  League 
forwarded  particulars  of  an  affiliation  scheme,  and  invited 
the  Society  to  join.  The  General  Purposes  Committee  are 
to  discuss  this  problem. 

The  Doncaster  Pharmacists'  Association  conveyed  a  reso- 
lution of  dissatisfaction  at  the  inadequate  terms  offered 
for  Insurance  dispensing  for  1917.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Rowsell, 
the  President  said  other  letters  of  the  same  kind  had  been 
received.  Mr.  Rowsell  remarked  that  the  terms  are  by 
no  means  satisfactory  to  the  chemists  of  the  country. 

The  Newport  Pharmacists'  Association  wrote  suggesting 
that  diachylon  be  placed  in  Part  I.  of  the  Poisons  Schedule. 

The  executor  of  the  late  A.  W.  Chard.  Chichester,  inti- 
mated that  a  legacy  of  100/.  had  been  left  to  the  Bene- 
volent Fund,  but  that  as  the  estate  consists  entirely  of 
shares  it  would  be  some  time  before  these  were  realised. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  sent  a  report  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  and  the  list  of 
nominated  examiners  for  Scotland.  The  Council  confirmed 
the  appointment  of  the  examiners  (see  p.  40). 

The  Committee  compiling  the  annual  tables  of  constants, 
etc.,  asked  for  a  renewal  of  the  Society's  contribution. 
The  House  Committee  will  discuss  the  advisability  of 
repeating  the  grant.

It  was  mentioned  that  one  annuitant  had  died, 
since  the  last   meeting.    A   circular  letter  has  been  sent 


out  to  local  Associations  regarding  collecting-boxes  for 
use  at  Association  gatherings. 

Mr.  Bilson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  He 
said  the  collecting-boxes  are  ready,  and  should  yield  a 
considerable  amount  if  interest  were  taken  in  the  scheme. 
At  a  meeting  he  attended  recently  a  trial  was  made  of 
collecting  for  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  although  there 
were  only  twenty-four  members  present,  30s.  was  collected. 
Special  donations  have  been  received  from  the  Newcastle, 
Derby,  and  Birmingham  Associations,  Miss  Horniblow,  Mr. 
Stiles,  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Want,  the  last-named  being  the 
profits  on  a  minimum  price-list  scheme. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Library  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  presented  and  adopted.  The  only  item  of 
interest  was  in  regard  to  the  teaching  of  micro-biology, 
which  is  still  in  abeyance. 

Parlluientary  Committee.  ' 
The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  was  next  presented.  It  stated  that  Mr.  Rowsell 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  National  Council  for  Com- 
bating Venereal  Diseases,  and  arranged  for  delegates  to 
meet  medical  men  to  consider  a  phase  of  the  subject.  The 
examiners  for  England  and  Wales  were  re-elected,  except 
Mr.  Tickle,  who  has  retired.  In  regard  to  the  Patent- 
medicine  Committee's  report  it  was  considered  inadvis- 
able to  express  an  official  opinion  in  view  of  the  remote- 
ness of  Government  action  on  the  matter.  A  member  is 
to  be  removed  from  the  roll  of  membership.  The  Janu- 
ary Council-meeting  is  to  be  on  the  second  Wednesday. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  was  embodied  in  that 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee.  Mr.  Body  and  Mr. 
Pickard,  the  new  members,  were  present.  The  result  of 
the  ballot  respecting  pharmaceutical  service  for  1917  was 
laid  before  the  Committee.  After  full  discussion,  in  which 
the  inadequacy  of  pharmacists'  payment  was  commented 
upon,  it  was  decided  that  with  regard  to  certain  areas  the 
President  and  Vice-President  should  act  to  the  best  of  their 
judgment  tin  dealing  with  the  situation.  On  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Rowsell,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Commis- 
sioners should  be  asked  whether  they  consider  the  service 
adequate,  and  give  time  for  any  necessary  action  to  be 
taken.  The  report  of  the  Checking  Bureau  was  received, 
and  the  question  raised  of  continuing  the  service.  The 
unanimous  opinion  was  reached  that  the  work  of  the 
Bureau  had  justified  its  continuance,  and  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  scheme  for  1917  is  to  be  prepared.  A 
suggestion  by  Mr.  Jenfcin  as  to  the  use  of  the  letters 
"M.P.S."  for  popularising  the  Society  was  referred  to 
the  Law  Committee  for  consideration.  The  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  is  to  be  asked  to  approach 
Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.,  in  regard  to  the  increase 
in  the  wholesale  price  of  Wright's  coal-tar  soap.  The 
Sugar  Commission  is  to  be  approached  through  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  asked  to  release  sugar  for  chemists'  use.  A 
discussion  took  place  on  the  surjply  of  glycerin,  and  the 
Chairman  explained  what  had  been  done"  in  the  matter. 
Resolutions  _  from  Great  Grimsby  and  the  Isle  of  Ely 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  expressed  dissatisfaction  with 
the  remuneration  for  Insurance  dispensing.  Great  Grimsby 
failed  to  see  why  the  same  remuneration  could  not  be 
obtained  as  that  afforded  to  the  Scottish  chemists.  The 
communications  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Boards  of  Examiners  reported  that  in  London  and 
Edinburgh  there  were  seventy-nine  candidates  at  the 
October  examination,  and  of  these  thirty-five  passed. 

The  Divisional  Secretaries  for  Scotland  were  appointed. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

Other  Business. 

It  was  agreed  to  hold  an  evening  meeting  in  December 
and  another  in  February. 

Mr.  Thomas  Mackinnpn  was  selected  as  Divisional  Secre- 
tary for  Govan,  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour. 

Particulars  were  submitted  as  to  the  new  Earlier-closing 
Order,  and  the  Executive  welcomed  the  regulations. 

Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  London  in  July. 

The  settlement  of  the  1917  Insurance  dispensing  terms 
(C.  <fc  D.,  October  7)  was  formally  reported.  The  para- 
graph as  to  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  to  apply 
as  in  England  and  Wales. 

A  suggestion  by  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists1,  Association,  that  a  conference  of  Scottish 
Chemists'  Associations  should  be  held,  was  referred  to  the 
General  Purposes  Committee. 

Arising  from  remarks  by  Mr.  Forbes  as  to  scientific 
education  after  the  war,  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  stated  that 
the  matter  is  receiving  the  careful  attention  of  the  Council. 
Mr.  Forbes  also  spoke  about  grants,  so  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee. 

Chemists  and  Military  Service. 

It  was  reported  that,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  with  regard  to  maintaining  an 
adequate  pharmaceutical  service  by  securing  the  exemption 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  dispensers  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Military  Service  Acts.  Difficulties  had  nevertheless 
arisen,  and  in  view  of  the  increasing  stringency  of  the 
Tribunals  and  Military  Representatives,  the  matter  had 
been  reported  to  the  Secretary  in  London,  with  a  sug- 
gestion that  the  Army  Council  should  be  informed  as  fully 
as  possible  of  the  special  conditions  affecting  the  main- 
tenance of  an  adequate  pharmaceutical  service.  The 
Secretary  replied  to  the  effect  that  the  matter  was  having 
very  careful  attention  in  the  best  interests  of  the  country.

The  London  Chemical  Works,  Ltd.,  Southall,  inform 
us  that  in  spite  of  the  extensive  damage  done  to  their; 
works  by  the  recent  fire  (C.  «Jfc  D.,  October  14,  p.  36)  their 
output  of  salicylic  acid  and  salicylates  is  now  just  as  it 
was  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak,  both  as  regards  quantity 
and  quality.  The  manager  (Mr.  Ralph  PughJ  states  that 
much  additional  machinery  which  the  company  had  ordered 
arrived  two  days  after  the  fire.  This  was  a  great  assist- 
ance, and  the  spirited  co-operation  of  the  company's 
employes  did  the  rest,  to  use  a  familiar  phrase. 

"  Bipp  "  Wound-dressing. — This  dressing,  recommended 
by  Mr.  Rutherford  Morison  and  referred  to  in  the  C.  &  29., 
August  19.  p.  48,  is  manufactured  by  Oppenheimer,  Soa 
&  Co.,  Ltd..  179  Oueen  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.G.,  and 
put  up  in  collapsible  tubes  containing  2  oz.  and  jars  of 
1  lb.  The  wound  is  cleansed  with  carbolic  solution  and 
spirit,  filled  with  "  Bipp,"  and  covered  with  sterile  gauze 
held  in  position  by  sticking-plaster.  This  dressing  need 
not  be  changed  for  some  time  unless  there  is  pain  or  other 
symptom  showing  that  the  wound  is  not  progressing.

British  Atropine.— It  is  nearly  a  year  ago  since  we  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  had 
produced  at  their  Dartford  factory  considerable  supplies 
of  atropine  and  its  salts.  This  was  done  at  the  request  of 
the  Government,  imports  having  failed,  and  the  Govern- 
ment obtained  the  alkaloid  made  in  the  first  instance,  but 
Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  soon  had  a  considerable  quan- 
tity available  to  supply  to  hospitals  and  dispensing 
chemists.  The  firm  have  completed  arrangements  for  a 
regular  supply  of  Egyptian  henbane,  and  are  producing 
the  alkaloid  in  large  quantities  at  Dartford,  so  that  they 
can  give  dispensing  chemists  and  hospitals  the  surety  of 
regular  supplies  of  atropine  and  atropine  sulphate  in 
60-gr  bottles  as  well  as  in  1-oz.  bottles  at  prices  which 
buyers  can  obtain  from  them  on  application,  and  which 
show  a  great  reduction  upon  prices  that  prevailed  a  year 
ago.  This  is  one  more  demonstration  that  we  can  get 
along  in  the  fine-chemical  industry  by  ourselves. 

Salicylic  Acid  and  its  compounds  are  now  being  made  in 
Moscow.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Cocaine  Regulations, 

like  a  good  few  other  things  in 
Parliament,  have  developed,  in  so  far  as  the  unregistered 
dentist  is  concerned,  into  a  first-class  muddle.  The 
number  of  times  that  alterations  have  been  made  in  the 
date  beyond  which  solutions  containing  more  than  0.1  pet- 
cent,  of  cocaine  cannot  legally  be  bought  or  employed  by 
unregistered  dentists  is  now  quite  considerable,  and  it 
almost  looks  as  if  the  whole  affair  will  end  in  a  general  per- 
mission being  granted  to  all  tooth-extractors  to  use  solu- 
tions containing  less  than  1  per  cent.  And  why  should  they 
not  ?  The  registration  of  all  sales  of  cocaine  is  a  sufficient 
safeguard  against  the  illegitimate  use  of  the  drug,  and  if 
it  is  made  clear  that  no  one  except  a  qualified  pharmacist 
will  be  allowed  to  sell  it  by  retail,  I  cannot  see  what  pos- 
sible harm  can  result  from  the  distribution  to  dental 
practitioners  of  such  solutions  as  are  so  much  used  for 
local  anaesthetic  purposes.  Cocaine  in  this  form  does  not 
lend  itself  to  illegal  practices,  even  should  sales  be  made 
to  the  general  public,  and,  of  course,  they  would  not  be. 

The  Application  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 

to  N.H.I. 

dispensing  may  be  right  in  principle,  but  in  practice  it 
is  possible  that  difficulties  may  arise  and  serious  injustice 
be  done.  The  division  of  a  mixture  with  a  heavy  deposit 
into  three  parts  (as  required  by  the  Act),  each  containing 
exactly  the  same  quantity  of  the  heavy  ingredients,  is 
almost  impossible,  and  the  uncertain  capacity  of  the 
bottle  of  commerce  will  be  another  source  of  variation 
in  the  strength  of  the  mixture.  A  more  serious  objection 
is  the  fact  that  these  test  prescriptions  can  only,  so  far 
as  appears,  be  got  by  connivance  of  the  doctor  with  the 
police.  They  will  be  bogus  prescriptions  for  bogus 
patients ;  and  unless  the  doctor  is  to  be  allowed  no  option 
as  to  writing  them  (which  is  unthinkable)  the  arrange- 
ment will  be  open  to  very  great  abuse  :  professional 
jealousy  and  private  spite,  or  mere  whim  or  prejudice, 
may  actuate  a  doctor  no  less  than  an  ordinary  mortal. 
In  any  case  this  setting  of  traps,  whether  at  the  instance 
of  the  police  or  of  his  own  motion,  is  a  condescension  to 
"vile  uses"  unbecoming  in  a  prof essional  man. 

Federation 

seems  to  offer  us  as  feasible  a  scheme  of  organisa- 
tion as  we  could  desire,  but  to  be  effective  it  must  be 
complete,  and  the  process  of  completion  for  the  whole 
country  will,  judging  by  present  indications,  be  such  a 
long  one  that  no  time  must  be  lost  if  we  are  to  be  fully 
organised  for  our  struggle  with  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners before  our  new  contracts  expire.  The  example  of 
Lancashire  ought  to  be  followed  everywhere  without 
delay,  and  when  these  district  Federations  embrace  all 
England,  they  in  turn  should  form  a  Federation  of 
Federations,  consisting,  say,  of  one  member  from  each, 
which  should  act  as  the  trade-council  of  the  whole  country. 
This  treble  distillate  of  pharmaceutical  politics  would 
not  necessarily  bs  antagonistic  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  but  it  might  happily  supersede  the  so-called 
Executive  Committee.  The  Society  would  thus  be 
relieved  of  an  excrescence  that  has  weakened  it  in  the 
estimation  of  the  trade,  and  would  be  free  to  exercise 
without  distraction  its  statutory  function.  I  venture  to 
think  that  our  purely  trade-interests  would  not  suffer. 
The  Society  would  find  it  necessary  to  make  friends  with 
such  an  organisation,  which  would,  however,  have  to  be 
kept  on  an  entirely  independent  footing.  This  being 
assured,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Federation  and  the 
Society  should  not  work  amicably  together,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  both  and  the  general  good  of  the  trade. 
The  Use  of  Diachylon 

as  an  abortefacient,  which  has 
recently  grown  to  an  alarming  extent,  is  the  subiect  of  a 
strong  article  in  last  week's  "  New  Statesman."  The 
demand  is  there  made  for  its  inclusion  in  the  poisons 


schedule,  a  step  which  most  pharmacists  would  welcome. 
As  it  is  recommended  by  the  National  Birth-rate  Com- 
mission (as  you  have  reported  frequently),  we  may  expect 
it  to  become  soon  an  accomplished  fact,  but  meantime  all 
respectable  chemists  will  do  their  utmost  to  stop  the 
abuse.  Ignorance  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  stuff  is 
wanted  can  no  longer  be  pleaded.  The  writer  of  the 
article  referred  to  falls  into  a  not  unnatural  error  when 
he  says  that  the  name  diachylon  was  at  first  given  to 
"  a  totally  different  preparation  of  multiple  vegetable 
origin."  It  is  true  that  the  name  means  "composed  of 
juices,"  and  that  diachylon  was  compounded  with  vege- 
table juices,  but  so  far  as  is  known  the  very  earliest  for- 
mula contained,  in  addition  to  these,  litharge  as  its  most 
important  ingredient.  This  dates  from  Menecrates, 
physician  to  the  Emperor  Tiberius.  Mesue  retained  the 
litharge  in  his  Diachylon  magnum,  and  it  was  retained 
in  four  of  the  five  diachylons  in  our  early  Pharmacopoeias. 
The  exception  was  the  Diachylon  compositum,  sire 
Emplastriim  e  Mucilaginibus  (ascribed  to  Mesue)  ;  this, 
however,  was  usually  known  by  the  latter  appellation, 
which  eventually  became  its  official  name  till  it  was 
dropped  in  1788.  This  is  the  only  plaster  to  which  the 
name  plaster  of  the  mucilages  was  officially  given.  In 
1746  our  Diachylon  simplex  became  Emplastriim,  com- 
mune, in  1788  Emplastriim  Lithargyri,  in  1809  Emplas- 
triim Plumbi. 

The  Folk-lore  Exhibition 

at  the  Wellcome  Museum,  though 
of  great  interest,  is  not  a  very  large  collection,  and  is  on 
loan  only.  As  these  superstitions  aie  to  a  very  great 
extent  survivals  of  once  generally  accepted  beliefs,  and 
as  such  throw  much  light  on  the  history  of  medicine,  a 
permanent  exhibition  of  the  kind  would  be  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  museum  ;  but  it  would  be  much  larger 
than  this  temporary  one  if,  as  is  desirable,  it  were  repre- 
sentative of  the  whole  country.  London  alone  is  not, 
after  all,  a  very  rich  field  for  the  folk-lorist,  but  there 
are  few  country  pharmacists,  I  believe,  who  could  not 
contribute  some  item  of  interest  to  such  a  collection.  To 
name  only  a  few  of  the  disorders  which  are  not  referred 
to  at  all  by  anything  in  the  loan  collection,  such  as  measles, 
thrush,  hydrophobia,  epilepsy,  sciatica,  toothache,  goitre, 
warts,  corns,  sty  in  the  eve,  earache,  headache,  whooping- 
cough,  ringworm,  ague,  bTeeding  at  the  nose  (a  very  mis- 
cellaneous lot,  but  the  most  obvious  things  that  occur 
to  me) ,  we  have  most  of  us  heard  of  or  even  met  with 
strange  "  cures  "  that  would  come  appropriately  under 
the  head  of  popular  superstitions.  Some  of  them  could 
not  be  illustrated  by  exhibits,  but  there  are  many  that 
could,  and  though  most  of  them  may  be  familiar  enough 
in  books,  yet  others  are  not,  and  they  would  all  gain  in 
historical  value  if  brought  together  for  exhibition.  The 
present  is  not  a  very  favourable  time  for  organising"  an 
effort  of  this  kind,  but  individual  pharmacists  whose 
tastes  incline  in  this  direction  would,  with  pleasure  to 
themselves,  serve  a  useful  purpose  by  quietly  gathering 
material  for  use  when  happier  times  arrive.

Insurance  Dispensing. 

Oub  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  voting  by  dispensing 
chemists  on  the  Executive  Committee's  three  questions 
bring  us  the  information  that  service  for  1917  will  be 
accepted  with  some  dissentients.  It  is  of  importance  to 
note  that  the  Executive  Committee's  action  has  also  been 
the  means  of  bringing  out  more  clearly  than  it  has  ever 
been  done  before  the  strength  of  the  dissatisfaction 
among  dispensing  chemists  in  regard  to  the  way  that 
the  matter  has  been  worked  and  they  have  been  treated 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  This  feeling'  exists  among  most  loyal  sup- 
porters of  the  Society ;  it  is  a  feeling  directed  to  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  for  there  is  nothing  but  praise  in  regard 
to  the  Scottish  settlement  and  the  better  terms  obtained 
for  dispensing  chemists  in  the  North.  There  is  a  strong 
opinion  that  the  dispensing  business  of  chemists  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  should  be,  and  can  be,  managed  as  firmly 
and  well.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  is  considering  what  it  should  do  in  regard  to  its. 
checking  bureau,  which  has  not  paid.  Is  it  possible  for 
the  Society  to  drop  that  scheme  and  concentrate  upon 
the  principles  and  terms  for  dispensing?  The  time  is 
appropriate,  for  the  year  is  closing  with  the  Society  in 
the  shade  as  regards  Insurance  dispensing  terms,  and  a 
common  and  general  feeling  is  that  we  have  been  right 
in  our  comments  and  criticism  to  which,  necessarily  and 
unavoidably,  the  Society  was  subject. 


Goods  Labelled  "  Swiss." 

We  have  recently  referred  to  the  fact  that  certain  enemy 
firms  in  the-  chemical-trade,  in  order  to  ensure  the  sale  of 
their  goods,  have  established  branches  in  Switzerland, 
giving  them  a  title  in  which  the  name  "  Swiss  "  appears. 
The  object  is  of  course  to  solicit  British  business  under 
the  guise  of  neutral  commerce.  It  now  appears  that 
the  effect  of  this  has  been  to  cause  goods  labelled  "  Swiss  " 
to  be  suspect,  and  this  has  necessitated  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Swiss  Federal  Council,  which  has  been 
requested  by  the  Political  Department,  conjointly  with 
the  Department  of  Justice  and  Police,  to  make  use  of 
its  powers  to  promulgate  an  Order,  of  which  the  chief 
provisions  are  as  follows  : 

(1)  The  prohibition  of  all  foreign  business  firms,  whether 
private  or  otherwise,  and  of  all  branches  of  foreign  firms, 
from  using  in  their  trade-names  the  words  "Swiss"  or 
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•"Federal,"  or  the  names  of  Swiss  cantons  or  districts. 
(2)  The  examination,  in  doubtful  cases,  by  the  respective 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  of  joint-stock  companies  and  co- 
operative societies,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  extent 
of  their  claim  to  be  Swiss.  (3)  The  names,  nationality,  and 
domicile  of  all  members  of  the  executive  committees  of 
joint-stock  companies  to  be  published.  (4)  The  proprietors 
of  a  business  house  to  incorporate  their  names  in  giving 
a  title  to  their  firm. 

These  provisions  are  drastic,  and  should  go  far  in 
"placing"  firms  who  have  taken  up  their  abode  in  Swit- 
zerland since  the  war.  We  would  again  suggest  that  the 
British  Foreign  Office  compile  a  list  of  enemy  firms  in 
Switzerland. 


Earlier  Closing  of  Shops. 

Owing  to  the  interposition  of  the  House  of  Commons 
the  Home  Secretary  on  October  27  changed  the  earlier 
closing-hour  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and 
Thursday  from  7  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  (see  p.  44).  That  is 
also  the  hour  for  Friday,  but  if  the  early-closing  day  is 
on  one  of  these  or  on  Saturday,  the  Shops  Act  hour  must 
be  followed.  It  is  1  p.m.,  the  half -holiday  to  assistants 
beginning  not  later  than  1.30  p.m.  The  Home  Secretary 
and  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  publicly  notified  last 
Saturday  changes  in  the  previous  order  (G.  <£■  D.,  Octo- 
ber 28,  p.  38)  as  follows  : 

(1)  Fixing  8  p.m.  as  the  closing-hour  on  every  day  of  the 
week  other  than  Saturday  or  the  day  of  the  weekly  half- 
holiday. 

(2)  Extending  the  exemption  for  meals  consumed  on  the 
premises  to  include  any  refreshments  consumed  on  the 
premises  and  tobacco  supplied  at  a  meal  for  immediate 
consumption. 

(3)  Adding  an  exemption  for  the  sale  of  motor  or  cycle 
supplies  or  accessories  for  immediate  use,  so  long  as  the 
shop  is  kept  open  and  lighted  only  for  such  time  as  is 
necessary  for  serving  the  customer. 

The  change  does  not  seem  to  have  pleased  chemists  and 
druggists,  as  reports  in  this  issue  show.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  severely  criticised  at  a  meeting  in  the 
Holborn  Eestaurant  (Mr.  Neathercoat  speaking)  on  Octo- 
ber 26,  the  gravamen  of  the  complaint  being  that  the 
Society  did  not  come  to  some  arrangement  whereby  panel 
practitioners  would  have  linked  up  with  dispensing 
chemists  so  as  to  hasten  the  closing  of  chemists'  shops. 
Many  chemists  want  to  get  done  with  business  and  shut 
their  shops  as  the  Home  Secretary  desires,  and  there  is  a 
feeling  about  that  panel  practitioners  who  supply  their 
patients  with  medicine  may  work  Mr.  Samuel's  order  so 
as  to  keep  their  patients  away  from  chemists,  they  supply- 
ing the  physic.  We  may  explain  that  doctors  cannot 
properly  do  this  under  the  Insurance  Act,  but  it  may 
have  to  be  prevented,  and  we  think  it  the  duty  of  the 
Society  to  watch  the  matter.  Dispensing  chemists  clearly 
understand,  we  trust,  that  they  may  supply  medicines  at 
any  time,  and  if  their  shops  are  closed  they  may  open 
them  for  the  purpose.  Difficulties  are  bound  to  arise,  but 
to  men  who  desire  and  try  to  conform  with  the  law 
these  should  not  grow  in  bulk,  but  diminish.  As  to  Sun- 
day business,  we  may  point  out  that  the  Shops  Act  does 
not  apply,  and  Sunday  is  a  dies  non,  but  chemists,  like 
all  other  shopkeepers,  are  subject  to  the  Sunday  Obser- 
vance Act,  1677,  which  is  still  operative.  From  its  penal 
provisions  "  works  of  necessity  and  charity  "  are  exempt. 
We  may  also  remind  chemists  that  if  they  carry  on  Sun- 
day business  it  would  he  wise  not  to  exceed  the  week-day 
hours,  for  if  they  keep  their  shops  open  in  a  way 
hazardous  to  the  community  and  helpful  to  the  enemy 
the  police  can  use  other  means  of  shutting  their  shops 
and  punishing  offenders. 


Weights  and  Measures. 

Numerous  post-bellum  problems  in  connection  with 
business  matters  are  being  considered  by  various  organi- 
sations throughout  this  country — for  example,  the  general 
policy  of  the  chemical  and  allied  industries  on  practical 
questions  arising  during  and  after  the  war  is  having 
the  attention  of  the  Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  meeting  about  it 


is  reported  on  pp.  34-55.  So  far  we  have  not  seen  any 
reference  to  the  necessity  for  the  chemical  and  drug  trades 
of  this  country  giving  special  attention  to  the  conditions 
upon  which  they  will  sell  goods  to  foreign  countries — 
for  example,  in  France  the  metric  system  of  weights 
and  measures  is  solely  used  in  buying  and  selling 
chemicals  and  drugs.  The  same  also  applies  to  our 
other  Allies ;  even  Russia,  which  like  ourselves  does  not 
make  the  metric  system  compulsory,  buys  very  largely  on 
metric  conditions.  This  will  have  to  be  thought  out  and 
a  proper  system  arranged  for.  In  this  connection  it  is 
interesting  to  recall  that  up  to  1897  it  was  illegal  to 
use  metric  weights  and  measures  in  this  country  for 
trade-purposes.  A  few  years  before  that,  when  Mr. 
Charles  Umney  was  Secretary  of  the  Drug  Club,  he 
moved  in  the  matter,  in  consequence  of  trouble  which 
Mr.  Francis  Yates  (Davy,  Yates  &  Co.)  experienced, 
he  halving  heen  challenged  by  the  City  inspector 
of  weights  and  measures  for  weighing  in  the  Davy- 
Yates  warehouse  a  hundred  half-kilos,  of  calomel  in- 
stead of,  as  the  inspector  thought  he  ought  to  do,  a 
hundred  1  lb.  Davy,  Yates  &  Co.  had  at  the  time  an 
order  from  South  America,  and  the  inspector's  inter- 
ference in  regard  to  the  metric  weights  sufficed  to  demon- 
strate that  it  was  illegal  to  use  them  for  trade-purposes. 
So  Mr.  Charles  Umney  went  to  work,  and  the  House 
of  Commons  appointed  a  Select  Committee  to  look  into 
the  subject,  with  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  as  Chairman.  It 
began  to  hear  evidence  in  March  1895,  and  the  wit- 
nesses included  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  Mr.  Francis  Yates, 
and  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  who  were  deputed  by  a  Committee  that 
was  got  up  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  chemical 
and  drug  trades.  Few  of  the  witnesses  were  sanguine 
about  the  metric  system  being  voluntarily  adopted  in  this 
country,  even  for  international  trading;  indeed,  Mr. 
Umney,  when  asked  by  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  how  long  he 
thought  British  traders  would  delay  before  adopting  the 
6ystem,  replied  that  it  would  be  "  a  generation  or  there- 
abouts." It  is  twenty-one  years  since  Mr.  Umney  said 
this,  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  we  should  now  urge 
that  all  wholesale  houses  who  have  export  business  should 
be  prepared  to  quote  and  supply  in  metric  terms  when 
the  war  is  over  as  some  of  them  do  now.  They  have 
every  right  to  do  so,  for  the  Weights  and  Measures 
(Metric  System)  Act,  passed  in  1897  as  the  result  of  Sir 
Henry  Roscoe's  inquiry,  permits  them  to  use  metric 
weights  and  measures,  and  not  the  British  equivalents 
which  alone  could  legally  be  used  in  trade  until  that  Act 
was  passed.  Mr.  Umney  still  takes  a  keen  interest  in 
the  matter,  and  knows  how  much  the  export  trade  of 
the  country  would  benefit  if  its  sections  were  all  to  sell 
in  the  manner  that  foreign  houses  want  to  buy.  The 
Germans  were  on  that  footing  because  the  metric  system 
is  what  they  follow,  and  British  traders  can  do  the  same 
for  export  business.  Since  the  foregoing  was  written 
we  have  received  information  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  which  makes -the  following  new  regula- 
tion heading  in  place  of  an  old  one  : 

Statements  of  weight  shall  be  in  terms  of  avoirdupois 
pounds  and  ounces ;  statements  of  liquid  measure  shall  be 
in  terms  of  the  United  States  gallon  of  231  cubic  inches  and 
its  customary  subdivisions — i.e.,  in  gallons,  quarts,  pints, 
or  fluid  ounce1; — and  shall  express  the  volume  of  the  liquid 
at  68°  F.  (20°  C.) ;  and  statements  of  dry  measure  shall 
be  in  terms  of  the  United  States  standard  bushel  of 
2.150.42  cubic  inches  and  its  customary  subdivisions — i.e.. 
in  bushels,  pecks,  quarts,  or  pints — or,  in  the  case  of 
articles  in  barrels,  in  terms  of  the  United  States  standard 
barrel  and  its  lawful  subdivisions — i.e.,  third,  half,  or 
three-quarters  barrel,  as  fixed  bv  the  Act  of  March  4, 
1915  (38  Stat.,  1186):  Provided,  that  statements  of  quan- 
tity may  be  in  terms  of  metric  weight  or  measure.  State- 
ments of  metric  weight  should  be  in  terms  of  kilograms 
or  grams.  Statements  of  metric  measure  should  be  in  terms 
of  liters  or  centiliters.  Other  terms  of  metric  weight  or 
measure  may  be  used  if  it  appears  that  a  definite  trade 
custom  exists  for  marking  articles  with  such  other  terms 
and  the  articles  are  marked  in  accordance  with  the 
custom. 

This  is  in  respect  to  foods,  but  otherwise  the  United 
States  is  equal  with  us  in  this  trading  provision.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the  sub- 
ject of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough 
systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected, 
and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  0  stumped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a  stamp 
merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  November  7,  on  which 
day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports  will  be  re- 
ceived up  to  Saturday,  November  18.  Each  report  should  contain 
a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list 
of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  flic  mixture.  The 
analysis  announced  above   forma  the  opening  exercise  in 

The  Analytical  Tournament 
for  the  current  winter  session.  Students  may  forward  six 
stamped  addressed  envelopes  (marked  on  the  top  "  Corner  for 
Students"),  to  be  utilised  month  by  month  for  the  "salts." 
We  offer  special  certificates  and  prizes  for  the  best  series  of 
reports  submitted  on  the  exercises  to  be  set  from  November 
1916  to  April  1917  inclusive.  The  awards  will  be  made  to  the 
students  who  obtain  the  highest  aggregates  of  marks  for  their 
reports  upon  the  whole  six  exercises,  and  will  comprise  : 

First  Prize—  Certificate  of  honour  and  books  to  the  value  of 
two  guineas. 

Second  Prize. — Certificate  of  honour  and  books  to  the  value 
of  one  guinea. 

Third  Prize.— Certificate  of  honour  and  books  to  the  value  of 
half  a  guinea.

Westminster  Wisdom.

Manufacture  of  Picric  Acid. 
The  Home  Secretary  informed  Mr.  Ellis  Davies,  M.P.r 
on  October  31  that  the  only  diseases  normally  attributable- 
to  processes  in  the  manufacture  of,  or  involving  the  use 
of,  picric  acid  are  dermatitis  and  poisoning  by  nitrous 
fumes.  Both  are  scheduled  under  the  Workmen's'  Compen- 
sation Act. 

The  Cocaine  Inquiry. 
The  Home  Secretary  announced  on  Thursday  afternoon 
that  the  inquiry  will  take  the  form  of  a  Departmental' 
Committee  consisting  partly  of  members  of  the  House  and 
of  other  persons  especially  qualified,  with  no  power  on  the 
one  side  or  the  other.  A  member  of  the  House  will  act 
as  Chairman.  It  was  not  contemplated  that  any  member 
of  the  Home  Office  will  be  on  the  Committee. 

British  Chemical-manufacturers. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  November  2,  Sir  William 
Pearce,  M.P.,  asked  the  Minister  of  Munitions  whether 
he  has  received  any  communication  from  the  Association 
of  British  Chemical-manufacturers  regarding  the  Order 
in  Council  of  September  7,  and  whether  he  is  able  to  give 
assurances  as  to  proper  safeguards  for  the  rights  of  in- 
ventors and  owners  of  #secret  chemical  processes.  Dr. 
Addison  said  he  had  received  such  a  communication,  and 
is  in  consultation  with  the  Admiralty  and  the  War  Office. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  to  safeguard  the  rights  of 
exemptors  and  owners  of  secret  chemical  processes. 

The  "Anzac"  Trade-mark. 
Mr.  Pretyman  presented  on  October  25  a  Bill  to  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  the  word  "Anzac"  in  connection  with  any 
trade,  business,  "calling,  or  profession.    Clause  1  declares 
that  from  the  commencement  of  the  Act 

it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  in  connection  with  any  trade, 
business,  calling,  or  profession  the  word  "Anzac,"  or  any  word 
closely  resembling  that  word,  without  the  authority  of  a  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  this  prohibition  shall  apply  notwithstanding 
that  such  word  forms  part  of  any  trade-mark,  or  of  the  name 
of  any  company  or  society  or  other  body,  which  has  been  regis- 
tered before  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

The  Bill  makes  every  director,  manager,  secretaiy,  or  other 
officer  of  a  company  or  society  liable  for  offences  committed 
by  such  company  or  society. 

Shops'  Earlier  Closing. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday,  October  27, 
Captain  Barnett,  member  for  St.  Pancras,  W,  put  a  ques- 
tion in  regard  to  the  proposed  closing-hour,  7  p.m.,  the 
Home  Secretary  (Mr.  Herbert  Samuel)  replying,  and  Mr. 
Yeo  (Poplar)  and  Mr.  Brookes  (Mile  End)  also  put  ques- 
tions, one  result  being  that  Captain  Barnett  obtained  per- 
mission later  to  raise  the  whole  question  by  a  motion  for  the 
adjournment  of  the  House,  which  he  did,  arguing  that  if 
they  extended  the  time  to  eight  o'clock  they  would  not  strike 
so  vital  a  blow  at  the  small  shopkeeper.  Mr.  Chancellor 
(Haggerston)  was  of  the  same  opinion,  and  similar  views 
were  also  expressed  by  Mr.  Shirley  Benn  (Plymouth),  Mr. 
R.  McNeill  (St.  Augustine's,  Kent),  Mr.  W.  thorne  (West. 
Ham),  Mr.  J.  W.  Wilson  (Worcestershire),  Mr.  Stanton 
(Merthvr  Tydvil),  Mr.  Yeo.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  (Step- 
ney), Mr.  J.  D.  Gilbert  (Newington),  Mr.  Molteno  (Dum- 
friesshire), and  Colonel  Yate  .(Melton) ;  the  result,  being 
that  the  Home  Secretary  gave  way,  and  stated  that  an 
order  would  be  issued  on  the  following  day,  acceding  to  the 
request  that  the  closing-hour  should  be  8  p.m.  instead  of 
7  P.M.  on  five  days  of  the  week,  and  nine  o'clock  on  Satur- 
days. This  was  stated  at  the  end  of  a  speech  in  which  he 
lustified  the  previous  selection  of  7  P.M.  Sir  H.  Dalziel 
(Kirkcaldy)  thanked  the  Home  Secretary  for  the  concession. 
Cantain  Barnett  also  thanked  the  Home  Secretary,  and 
withdrew  his  motion  for  the  adjournment. 

Synthetic  Indigo. 

Sir  H.  Dalziel  is  trying  to  get  at  the  bottom  of  the 
mystery  regarding  the  transfer  of  the  German  chemical- 
works  at  Ellesmere  Port  to  Levinstein.  Ltd.  On  Noveni; 
ber  1  he  asked  the  Pres'denf  of  the  Board  of  Trade  why 
the  Castner-Kollner  Alkali  Co.  did  not  tender,  and  Mr. 
Runciman  reolied  that  thev  were  invited  to  submit  evidence 
of  their  ability  to  manufacture  synthetic  indisro  if  they 
desired  to  tender,  but  decided  not  to  do  so.  He  had  no 
knowledge  of  any  arrangements  between  the  company  and 
Levinstein,  Ltd.,  for  the  simply  of  phenyl-elycin.  The 
scientific  experts  who  advised  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the 
evidence  of  ability  to  manufacture  were  Sir  W.  A.  Tilden, 
F.R.S.,  and  Professor  W.  J.  Pope,  F.R.S. 
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Insurance  Act  Dispensing.

Scottish  Insurance  Committees. 

The  annual  Conference  of  the  Scottish  Association  of 
Insurance  Committees  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Aber- 
deen, on  October  27  and  28.  There  was  an  attendance  of 
nearly  150,  and  among  the  guests  were  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher 
and  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill.  The  company  was  welcomed 
by  Lord  Provost  Taggart,  and  on  the  Friday  evening  he 
and  other  representatives  of  the  Town  Council  received 
the  members  at  a  conversazione  in  the  Art  Gallery.  The 
retiring  President  of  the  Association  (Colonel  R.  D. 
McEwan)  presided  at  the  opening  meeting  on  Friday  until 
his  successor  (Provost  Anderson,  Newburgh,  Chairman  of 
the  Fife  Insurance  Committee)  was  appointed.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  items  from  the  pharmaceutical  point  of 
view  was  a  report  by  the  Drug  Accounts  Committee  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Johnston  (Lochwinnoch).  In  the  course 
of  this  Mr.  Johnston  told  of  the  work  done  in  the  Pricing 
Bureau,  Glasgow,  since  it  was  opened  on  April  26,  1915. 
The  Bureau  has  priced  three  and  a-half  million  prescrip- 
tions and  issued  thirty-five  thousand  chemists'  accounts, 
amounting  to  over  140.000?.  The  average  cost  per 
prescription  in  iS'cotland  during  the  first  half  of  this  year 
was  10.43c/.,  compared  with  9.74<f.  in  1915.  The  small  in- 
crease was  attributed  to  constant  insistence  on  economy 
and  the  prompt  action  of  the  Bureau  in  safeguarding  the 
Drug  Fund.  Detailed  statistical  statements  have  been  sent 
to  every  panel  practitioner  in  Scotland  so  that  he  may 
be  kept  informed  regarding  the  value  of  his  prescriptions, 
the  average  cost  per  person,  and  the  frequency  of  prescrib- 
ing. The  value  of  this  practice  was  commended.  The 
report  also  dealt  with  irregularities  in  prescriptions,  the 
advantage  of  the  uniform  price-list,  the  emergency  list  of 
drugs  and  appliances  for  the  use  of  individual  practi- 
tioners, the  decrease  in  the  prescribing  of  proprietary 
articles,  and  repent;  prescriptions,  which  are  disallowed  in 
Ayr,  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  Falkirk,  Glasgow,  Hamilton, 
Inverness,  Kirkcaldv.  Leith,  Perth,  .and  Stirling  Burghs, 
as  well  as  in  Aberdeen,  Argyll,  Ayr,  Bute,  Fife,  Forfar, 
and  Lanark  counties,  while  in  others  there  is  restriction. 
The  Committee  have  agreed  to  the  request  of  the  Scottish 
Insurance  Commissioners  to  investigate  and  furnish  a 
report  of  providing  drugs  under  the  existing  Scottish 
Tariff  compared  with  the  cost  which  would  result  from 
the  substitution  of  (1)  the  Tariff  recommended  by  the 
Departmental  Committee,  or  (2)  the  suggested  Scottish 
scale  of  dispensing  charges  put  forward  bv  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland).  This  investigation 
is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  at  the 
Commissioners'  expense,  as  the  latter  desire  to  inaugurate 
the  investigation  without  delay  in  order  that  the  whole 
situation  may  be  thoroughly  examined  in  its  various 
aspects  so  as  to  enable  negotiations  for  an  adjustment  of 
the  Tariff  to  be  opened  whenever  a  suitable  opportunity 
emerges.  In  the  course  of  their  letter  to  the  Committee 
the  Commissioners  stated  : 

The  Commissioners  much  appreciate  the  good  work  of  the 
Bureau,  the  results  of  which  are  evidenced  in  the  reports  on  the 
various  Insurance  Committee  areas.  The  results  of  the  adminis- 
tration following  on  and  rendered  possible  by  the  Drug-  Accounts 
Committee's  reports  have  eased  the  financial  'position  in  Scotland, 
while  obviating:  iniustice  to  insured  persons  or  chemists.  The 
Commissioners  ree-ard  it  as  a  tribute  to  the  ability  and  tact  with 
wh,ich  the  Drug  Accounts  Committee  and  staff  have  dealt  with  the 
position  that  the  criticisms  which  have  been  brought  to  their 
notice  have,  on  investigation,  proved  to  be  either  ill-informed  or 
merely  captious,  and  as  such  unavoidable.  The  fact  that  the  Com- 
missioners are  in  a  position  to  seek  the  assistance  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Committee  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  is  an  additional 
indication  of  the  value  of  the  Bureau  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  Medical  Benefit. 

This  report  created  considerable  interest  and  Mr 
A  M.  Craie  (Aberd  een  Burgh),  in  the  course  of  a 
discussion,  said  that  as  the  Bureau  was  created  by  the 
Commissioners,  nothing  but  praise  for  it  was  to  be  looked 
for.  Aberdeen  fell  in  with  the  arrangement,  and  are  now 
r>ayin<r  200/.  for  what  they  did  quite  as  well  themselves 
for  110/.  or  115/. 

The  dav  following  Dr.  McVail,  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners,  gave  an  address,  which 
dealt,  chieflv  with  Sanatorium  Benefit.  He  was  followed 
by  Dr  Matthew  Hay.  M.O.H..  Aberdeen,  who  spoke  on 
State  health  and  medical  service,  part  of  this  following 
up  Dr.  McVail's  remarks,  and  forming  the  basis  of  an 
interesting  discussion.  Mrs.  Ogilvie  Gordon,  B.Sc.  being 
one  of  the  principal  speakers.      There  was  considerable 


difference  of  opinion,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  was  agreed  to  hold  the  next 
Conference  in  Perth  in  October  1917. 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

Derby.— Mr.  C.  E.  A.  Goode  addressed  a  meeting  of 
chemists  in  the  Athemeum  on  October  25  in  regard  to  1917 
dispensing-terms — "  far  from  satisfactory,"  said  he  and 
the  meeting,  but  three  guineas  was  subscribed  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund. 

Essex.— A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was  held 
on  October  31  at  River  Plate  House,  Finsbury  Circus, 
London,  E.G.  The  Finance  Sub-Committee  reported  that 
in  accordance  with  the  authority  given  to  them  by  the 
Committee,  they  had  ordered  payments  to  chemists  of 
sums  amounting  to  4,525/.  7s.  lid.,  being  the  balance  due 
in  final  settlement  of  their  claims  for  the  supply  of  drugs 
in  the  years  1914  and  1915.  For  the  year  1915  the  amount 
available  out  of  the  Drug  Fund  for  the  final  settlement  of 
the  chemists'  claims  enabled  the  Committee  to  pay  94.55  per 
cent,  of  the  total.  An  additional  sum  of  36/.  0s.  1Q(Z.  was 
distributed  among  the  chemists  in  consequence  of  the 
Commissioners  having  transferred  an  amount  accruing  to 
the  Drug  Fund  in  respect  of  medicines  supplied  to  tem- 
porary residents  in  1914,  Southend  chemists  sharing  in 
the  distribution.  Mr.  8.'  H.  Payne,  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee,  said 
that  they  had  cleared  all  the  arrears  for  1914  and 
for  1915,  with  the  exception  of  the  payments  to 
the  doctors  and  chemists  for  temporary  residents.  In 
reply  to  a  member,  Mr.  Payne  said  that  the  Commissioners 
recommended  a  temporary  settlement  with  the  chemists, 
and  all  but  three  in  Essex  had  accepted  the  proposal.  The 
result  was  that  instead  of  their  receiving  the  sum  of 
10/.  6s.  6fZ.,  they  only  w-ere  paid  9/.  10s.  bd.  The  report 
of  the  Committee  was  adopted.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  reported  that  the  Panel  Committee  on  Septem- 
ber 15  gave  notice  that  thev  had  selected  ten  mixtures  from 
the  Central  List.  Mr.  C.  E.  A.  Goode  said  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  felt  strongly  on  the  introduction  of 
stock  mixtures.  He  was  present  at  the  meeting  with  the 
British  Medical  Association  when  the  matter  was  fully 
gone  info,  and  the  pharmacists  then  repudiated  any  respon- 
sibility for  the  employment  of  stock  mixtures.  To  make 
the  matter  clear,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  not 
lend  any  helping  hand  for  their  introduction,  and  ho 
thought  it  would  be  best  for  the  Panel  Committee  to  have 
given  the  formulae  a  little  longer  run  before  they  intro- 
duced them.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Portsmouth. —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  October  26,  the  Commissioners'  letter  was  read  regard- 
ing the  increased  allowance  to  chemists  for  establishment- 
charge.  A  letter  which  Mr.  W.  T.  Gorfett  wrote  on  this 
matter  to  the  local  Press  was  referred  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Sub-Committee,  who  explained  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  the  payments  to  chemists  are  made.  He 
mentioned  that  certain  chemists  object  to  the  deduction 
which  is  made  from  their  accounts  at  the  request  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  Any  balance  of  this  money, 
he  was  informed,  would  be  returned  pro  rata  to  chemists. 
Mr.  W.  R.  Atterbury,  on  behalf  of  the  local  Association, 
disclaimed  any  connection  with  Mr.  Gorfett's  views.  The 
Pricing  Committee  reported  that  the  average  cost  per 
script  for  the  August,  prescriptions  (8,479)  was  5.97r/. — An 
evening  newspaper  informed  its  readers  that  chemists  were 
to  receive  a  war  bonus  of  3'/.  per  prescription,  which,  added 
to  8(7.  now  paid,  would  bring  the  total  to  Is.  Id.  ( ?  ). 
Several  correspondents  in  reply  promptly  furnished  the 
missing  decimal  point. 

Sheffield. —  A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  November  1,  when  the  Clerk  announced  that  a 
letter  had  been  received  from  the  Commissioners  granting 
to  chemists  an  additional  0.3<7.  per  prescription  as  an 
act  of  grace.  Payments  were  ordered  to  be  made  to 
chemists  for  August  and  September,  and  a  payment  of 
127/.  10s.  on  account  to  the  Midland  Pricing  Bureau.  No 
payment  for  the  balance  of  the  20  per  cent,  still  owing  to 
chemists  for  1915  was  recorded  at  this  meeting.  Some 
over-payments  were  made  to  certain  chemists  for  1914.  and 
the  instructions  of  the  Commissioners  are  to  be  obtained 
before  the  amounts  for  payment  to  each  chemist  can  be 
arrived  at. 

WALES, 

Cardiff — A  meeting  .of  panel  chemists  was  held  on 
October  24,  Mr.  A.  Haron  (Chairman  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee)  presiding.  Mr.  Joseph  explained  the 
new  terms  for  Insurance  dispensing,  and  it  was  decided  to 
accept  these  for  the  present,  on  patriotic  grounds.  The 
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Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  submitted  an 
interim  report  of  the  work  done  during  1916. 


Notes. 

Doctors'  Agreements. — The  Conference  of  Local  Medical 
and  Panel  Committees,  arranged  by  the  British  Medical 
Association,  was  held  at  the  Connaught  Rooms,  London, 
W.C.,  on  October  19,  and  an  uncompleted  report  of  it. 
covering  about  ten  pages  of  the  "  British  Medical  Journal," 
was  published  as  a  supplement  last  week.  The  1917  agree- 
ment according  to  the  new  regulations  was  adopted.  There 
is  very  little  about  the  drug-business  in  the  report,  but 
Dr.  F.  Coke  (Kent)  expressed  some  concern  about  the 
floating  sixpence,  and  the  Chairman  (Dr.  J.  A.  Macdonald) 
explained  the  position.  Remarks  were  also  made  by  Dr. 
McCrea  (Glamorgan),  Dr.  Brackenbury,  Dr.  Forbes 
(Sheffield),  and  others,  who  discussed  the  position  generally. 
The  Chairman  stated  that  the  figures  showed  that  a. large 
amount  of  excessive  prescribing  had  occurred.  Sir  Robert 
Morant  and  Mr.  J.  Smith  Whitaker,  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners, attended,  along  with  Mr.  J.  Anderson  and  Mr. 
S.  P.  Vivian.  Mr.  Anderson  made  a  lengthy,  oxplantory, 
and  informative  speech,  and  answered  many  questions  put- 
by  members,  but  none  of  these  were  directly  concerned  with 
Insurance  dispensing.  The  meeting  was  practically  agreed 
that  a  clearing-house  for  insured  persons  is  needed,  and 
the  Chairman  stated  that  the  Commissioners  are  keen  on 
setting  up  one  after  the  war  is  over.

Accrlng-ton.—  A  meeting  of  the  Accrington  Pharmacists'

the  discount  for  1915  would  only  be  small.  The  doctors 
are  to  be  asked  to  arrange  earlier  surgery  hours. 

Birmlng-riam.  —  A  well-attended  meeting  of  BirmiiiEr- 
ham  chemists  was  held  at  the  Imnerial  Hotel  on  October  31 
to  consider  the  new  Home  Office  Regulation  for  early 
closing.  Mr.  J.  A.  RntUovd  occupied  the  chair,  and  those 
present  approved  of  the  new_  resulation.  _  It  was  agreed 
that  a-  card  for  window-exhibition  be  printed,  and  that 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay;  Ltd.,  be  asked  to  undertake 
its  distribution,  the  charsr^  to  be  9(7..  and  that  any  profits 
be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund. 

Bournemouth.— A  meeting  of  Hie  Bournemouth  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  lipid  recently,  Mr.  A.  F. 
Lodder  (President)  in   the   chair.    A   minimum  price-list 


was  adopted  as  a  basis  for  local  requirements.  It  was 
agreed  to  close  at  7  P.M.  each  night  except  Saturday,  when 
9  p.m.  was  fixed.  The  Association  is  to  have  cards  printed 
to  this  effect.  Mr.  Bilson  introduced  a  "  box  "  collection 
for  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  31s.  was  contributed. 

Doncaster.— A  meeting  of  the  Donoaster  Association 
of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  October  20,  Mr.  F.  W.  Playford 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  eleven  members 
and  Mr.  Harry  W.  Stiles  (Hon.  Secretary).  A  resolution 
was  adopted,  accepting  under  protest  the  new  terms  for 
Insurance  dispensing  for  1917.  The  question  of  the  supply 
to  panel  doctors  of  dressings  in  bulk  was  also  discussed. 

Dundee.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Dundee  and  East 
of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  in 
Mathers'  Hotel  on  October  26.  Mr.  Charles  Young  was 
in  the  chair,  and  referred  to  the  deaths  of  Mr.  T.  S. 
Peebles  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Beattie.  two  of  the  members. 
Mr.  Hunt  (Treasurer)  presented  the  financial  report,  which 
showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  22/.,  but  only  sixteen  mem- 
bers had  paid  the  annual  subscription  during  the  year. 
Officers  were  appointed  as  follows :  President.  Mr.  James 
R.  Milne ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  George  J.  Lindsay : 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Henry  J.  Hunt ;  Secretary,  Mr.  Jas. 
Robertson;  and  Committee  as  before.  Mr.  Milne,  having 
taken  the  President's  chair,  returned  thanks  for  the 
honour,  and  said  the  next  business  was  the  new  Order  on 
earlier  closing,  and  gave  some  particulars  as  to  what  had 
been  done.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee, 
with  instructions  to  have  cards  printed  and  to  advertise 
closing-hours  if  necessary.  The  question  of  having  a 
price-list  was  considered,  and  it  was  agreed  to  print  one 
locally. 

Edlnburg-h.— Mr.  James  Dick  presided  over  a  meeting 
of  the  District  Trade  Association,  held  at  36  York  Place, 
on  October  30.    It  was  reported  that  local  wholesale  houses 
are  prepared  to  meet  chemists  in  the  matter  of  drug  prices 
to  the  extent  that  quarter-pound   quantities  of  expensive 
or  moderately  priced  drugs  would  be  supplied  at  the  pound 
.rate,  but  they  could  not  apply  this  concession  to  the  cheaper- 
priced  drug  articles.    Delegates  were  appointed  to  attend 
ia  meeting   of  the  Merchants'  Trade  Defence  Association 
to  consider  the  alien  enemies  question.    A  discussion  took 
place  in  regard  to  the  earlier  closing  of  shops  order.  A 
Committee  of  the  Association  advised  the  Home  Secretary 
to  word  Clause  1  of  the  Regulation  so  as  to  ensure  that 
"  all  lights  except  such  as  are  specially  permitted  by  the 
police"  should  be  extinguished  at  the  closing-hour,  and 
that  the  medicines-exemption  phrase  should  read  "  medi- 
cine or   medical   or  surgical  appliances  required    in  the 
case  of  illness."    This  was  acknowledged.    The  Chairman 
now  said  that  94  per  cent,  of  local  chemists  had  adopted 
8  P.M.  as  the  closing-time  without  the  order.    Mr.  J.  Muir 
moved,  Mr.  Glass  seconded,  and  it  was  agreed  to  send  a 
strong  protest  to  the  Home  Secretary  and  the  Secretary 
for   Scotland  against  the  unbusinesslike  procedure  of  the 
Government  in  completely  altering  the  terms  of  the  closing 
order  within  practically    a  few  hours  of  its  coming  into 
operation.    The  members  discussed  the  whole  matter  with 
keen  interest,   and    also   spoke    about  the  Sunday  hours. 
Mr.  Kelly  then  introduced  a  discussion  on  the  Cocaine  and 
Opium  Regulations,  Mr.  Glass,  Mr.  Hall,  and  Mr.  Ruther- 
ford Hill  following  him.  the  Chairman  thanking  Mr.  Glass 
for  his  explanation  of  the  details  of  the  July  28"  Order  and 
Regulation.    The  Chairman  then  called  attention  to  the 
Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners'  .agreement  with  chemists 
for  Insurance  dispensing  in  1917,  and,  in  reply  to  remarks  by 
Mr.  Muir,  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  said  he  was  correct  in  saying 
that  the  arrangements  for  universal  adoption  of  the  British 
Drug  Houses'  price-list  as  a  basis  of  pricing  for  ex-Tariff 
drugs  is  technically  not  strictly  a  continuance  of  the  staius 
quo,   but   it    is   of  considerable   practical    importance  to 
extend    the    use  of    one     price-list    already  unanimously 
accepted  as  the  basis  of  Tariff  prices  to  the  pricing  of  all 
dings  included  in  The  price-list.    He  indicated  the  advan- 
tages, and  stated  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee  (Scotland)   came    to  the   conclusion  that,  broadly 
speaking,  the  British  Drug  Houses'  price-list  was  the  most 
satisfactory.    Mr.  Hill  also  touched  on  other  points  in  the 
agreement — e.g.,  the  Sale  of  F<K>d  and  Drugs  Act  provision — 
but  the  points  were  not  controversial. 

Ireland.— Mr.  O'Lehane,  Secretary  of  the  Irish  Diapers' 
Association,  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  Irish  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  a.t  the  Grand  Central  Hall,  Dublin, 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  October  29.  his  subject  being  "  The 
Advantages  of  Combination  and  the  Benefits  Accruing 
Therefrom."  Mr.  J.  Hamill  presided,  and  about  150  young 
men  were  present.  The  Chairman  introduced  the  lecturer. 
He  spoke  about  the  need  that  chemists'  assistants  have  at 
present  to  look  after  their  own  interests,  and  was  followed 
bv  Mr.  MaeXainura.  who  described  the  rise  and  progress 
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of  the  Association.  Speaking  of  the  conditions  of  chemists' 
assistants,  he  said  that  these  are  better  in  Great  Britain, 
and  he  instanced  the  Shops  Act  in  proof  of  this,  stating 
that  simultaneous  closing  of  pharmacies  is  not  operative  in 
Ireland,  so  that  assistants  do  not  get  a  general  half- 
holiday  as  in  England.  He  advocated  better  remuneration, 
also  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  make  its 
classes  more  suitable  as  to  time  for  assistants.  Mr. 
O'Lehane  then  addressed  the  meeting.  He  dealt  with  the 
apprenticeship  question,  then  spoke  on  hours  of  employ- 
ment, remarking  that  the  chemist  apparently  never  closes 
his  shop,  and  the  public  trades  on  this  fact.  He  also  dealt 
-with  remuneration,  recommending  an  agitation  for  a  war 
bonus,  and  limiting  the  time  of  employment  to  forty-eight 
hours  weekly,  with  extra  pay  for  Sunday  duty  and  double 
pay  for  overtime.  Mr.  FitzGibbon,  Limerick,  who  fol- 
lowed, stated  that  assistants  there  wanted  to  merge  with 
Dublin.  He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Hogan,  Mr.  D'Arcy, 
Mr.  Nash,  and  Mr.  Batty,  the  last-named  proposing  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  lecturer. 

London, —  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin  presided  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  London  County  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
held  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  Thursday  afternoon. 
October  26.  There  was  a  large  attendance.  The  annual 
report  was  adopted,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Shirtliff, 
seconded  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Trick,  hearty  thanks  were  accorded 
to  Mr.  Edmund  White  for  his  services  as  President  of  the 
Association.  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  Vice-President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  then  addressed  the  meeting  on  the 
negotiations  which  had  taken  place  respecting  the  terms 
of  Insurance  dispensing  for  1916  and  1917.  This  was  dis- 
cussed by  Messrs.  Ward,  Greatrex,  Atkins,  Barrett,  Breese, 
Wellesley  Douglas,  Kirkpatrick,  and  Turner.  The  meeting 
was  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  remuneration  is  grossly 
inadequate,  and  that  the  use  of  "Rep.  mist."  and  stock 
mixtures  should  not  be  allowed.  Mr.  Neathercoat  replied, 
and  the  following  resolution  was  then  moved  by  Mr.  Mel- 
huish,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keall,  and  carried  : 

That  although  convinced  that  the  remuneration  for  Insurance 
dispensing  is  inadequate  for  the  professional  skill  required,  this 
meeting  of  London  pharmacists  accepts  the  recommendation  of 
the  Executive  to  continue  service  on  the  panel  for  1917  on  the 
terms  arranged  with  the  Commissioners,  but  emphatically  protests 
against  the  enforcement  of  "  Rep.  mist."  and  stock  mixtures. 
Mr.  Neathercoat  was  thanked.  A  discussion  on  the  early- 
closing  order  then  contemplated  (7  p.m.)  followed,  and  it 
transpired  that  the  majority  were  desirous  of  closing  entirely 
at  8.30  p.m.,  giving  a  service  for  "urgent"  prescriptions 
only  after  the  official  closing-hour.  Mr.  Melhuish 
explained  what  a  conference  with  members  of  the  Insur- 
ance and  Panel  Committees  had  done  in  the  matter,  and 
on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Procter,  seconded  by  Mr.  Keith, 
the  Executive  was  thanked.  Resolutions  regarding  a 
minimum  retail  _  price-list,  simultaneous  discussions  by  the 
District  Associations,  approval  of  trade  secretaries,  and  the 
desirability  of  obtaining  better  prices  for  advertised  pro- 
prietaries were  also  adopted. 

[The  meeting  was  exceptionally  lively,  and  Mr.  Neathercoat  had 
to  meet  a  lot  of  dissatisfaction  about  the  manner  in  which  the 
Insurance  dispensing  business  had  been  worked,  the  general 
opinion  being  that  something  better  must  be  done  next  vear  See 
also  p.  51.— Editor  C.  &  ZJ.] 

Wewport  mon. — A  meeting  of  the  Newport  (Mon.) 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  October  25,  Mr.  A. 
Gratte  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Findlay  (Secretary)  read  replies 
received  from  the  Secretaries  of  other  Associations  in 
Monmouthshire  and  Glamorgan,  in  favour  of  the  proposed 
Federation  of  Local  Associations.  The  new  Insurance 
dispensing  terms  were  accepted.  A  resolution  was  adopted 
in  favour  of  the  inclusion  of  diachvlon  in  Part  I.  of  the 
Poison  Schedule. 

St.  Helens.-Mr.  Walter  Kesterton  presided  at  the  annual 
P«fiW»S  of  the  local  Pharmacists'  Association  on  Octo- 
ber 24,  when  the  annual  report  and  balance-sheet  were 
adopted,  and  the  followinar  officers  were  elected:  President, 
Mr  J.  Gould;  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  R.  Mercer  and  Mr  J 
Culshaw;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  D.  Fox,  181  Cambridge 
Road,  St,  Helens;  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  R.  Challener ;  Social 
Committee,  Messrs.  Breese,  Jackson,  and  Challener.  Mr. 
Kesterton  was  cordially  thanked  for  his  work  as  President,' 

Swansea.-A  meeting  of  the  Swansea  and  West 
Glamorgan  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  October  26, 
Mr  Arnold,  Cwmavon,  presiding.  The  increased  esta- 
blishment-fee was  accepted  with  a  protest  as  to  the  in- 
adequacy of  the  dispensing-fee.

The  chemical  and  drug  markets  remain  much  as  previously 
reported,  with  little  of  interest  to  report.

Soda  Salts.—  Nitrate  is  firm  at  18s.  per  cwt.  for  ordinarv 
and  18s.  6(7.  for  refined  on  the  soot;  Liverpool  is  17s.  6(7. 
to  18s.  net.    Sulphate  pea  crystals  in  bags  offer  at  97.  per 


ton  net,  ex  warehouse  London.  Sulphite,  recrystallised 
in  kegs,  22s.  per  cwt.  net,  and  anhydrous  50s. 

Sparteine  Sulphate  is  offered  at  44s.  per  lb.,  and  is  scarce.

Albumen,  egg,  and  dried  egg-yolk  remain  in  active 
demand,  and  the  latter  has  advanced  considerably  in  price. 

Balsams. — Copaiba  is  inquired  for  in  large  quantities  for 
technical  purposes,  and  m.7  per  kilo,  is  readily  paid.  Tolu 
is  quiet,  at  from  m.14  to  m.15. 

Bromine  is  still  to  be  had  in  sufficiently  large  quantities 
at  m.5  per  kilo. 

Ceresin  is  active,  and  prices  are  advancing  owing  to 
scarcity. 

Cocaine  Hydrochlor.  has  advanced  by  m.80  per  kilo,  in 
consequence  of  the  high  prices  asked  for  the  raw  material; 
from  m.290  to  m.300  per  kilo,  is  quoted,  and  the  demand 
is  increasing. 

Condurango  ha.s  been  sold  in  small  lots  at  m.325. 

Hexamine  is  manufactured  in  sufficiently  large  quantities 
to  meet  a  normal  demand.  It  is  only  put  at  the  disposal 
of  civilians  after  army  requirements  have  been  supplied ; 
from  m.700  to  m.750  per  100  kilos,  is  asked. 

Menthol.— In  consequence  of  the  higher  quotations  in 
neutral  countries,  prices  in  Germany  have  advanced  to  m.60. 

Oils  (Essential). — Star-anise,  which  has  been  neglected, 
has  suddenly  come  into  active  demand,  and  the  price  has 
advanced  from  m.20  to  m.23  per  kilo,  for  "Red  Ship." 
liergamot  quiet,  at  m.80.  The  demand  for  Caraway  has 
fallen  off,  and  the  price  is  m.35.  The  demand  for  Cassia 
is  increasing,  and  m. 19.50  must  be  paid.  Clove  is  still 
obtainable  at  m.35,  though  cloves  have  advanced.  Euca- 
lyptus globulus  is  still  offered  at  m.16  Ceylon  lemongrass 
is  still  to  be  had  from  m.9  to  m.9.50.  Lime  is  neglected 
at  ni.13.  Patchouli  meets  with  increasing  interest,  at 
advanced  prices.  Japanese  Mint  is  also  firmer,  at  from 
m.29  to  ni.30. 

Oxalic  Acid.— Makers  have  advanced  the  price  from 
m.82.50  to  m.92.50  per  100  kilos.  The  price  of  potassium 
binoxalate  has  advanced  from  m.106  to  m.116  per  100  kilos. 

Peppers. — Black  and  white  are  unobtainable  in  the  ordi- 
nary way  of  trade.  Only  secondhands  offer  occasionally, 
and  as  there  is  no  chance  for  further  imports,  from  m.19

18.50  for  black  Singapore  or  genuine  Tellicherry 
are  readily  paid.  It  is  expected  that  prices  will  advance 
still  further  if  the  demand  remains  as  active  as  now. 

Phenacetin. — The  Convention  has  advanced  the  price  by 
m.2  per  kilo.,  to  m.ll  per  kilo. 

Quicksilver  is  quoted  from  m.550  to  m.575  per  bottle. 

Salicylates. — The  Convention  has  advanced  the  prices  for 
home  consumption  by  m.50  per  100  kilos.  Salicylic-acid 
crystals  are  m.370  to  m.400  per  100  kilos.,  and  powdered 
acid  m.330  to  m.370:  powdered  sodium  salicylate  is  m.390 
to  m.430,  and  crystals  m.430  to  m.450.  Salol  has  advanced 
by  m.lOO  pec  100  kilos,  to  m.675  to  m.705  per  100  kilos. 

Sodium  Silicate  Solution  is  still  asked  for  in  large 
quantities,  but  is  very  difficult  to  be  had.

m.825  to  m.925:  and  "leviss."  from  m.900  to  m.l.CCO. 

Tonka-beans  have  been  sold  in  large  quantities  at  from 
m.20  to  m.22  per  kilo,  for  Angostura,  and  from  m.14  to 
m.15  for  Para  beans.    The  demand  is  very  active. 

Trag\cant?i. — Imports  of  pale  Syrian  have  taken  place, 
and  _  immediately  sold  at  advanced  prices.  Anatolian, 
Persian,  and  Indian  have  all  advanced  in  price. 
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Tartaric  Acid  is  a  little  'firmer  at  m. 11.50  per  kilo,  for 
powdered. 

Vanillin  is  in  rather  active  demand  again.  Second-hands 
cannot  offer,  so  that  makers'  prices  must  be  paid,  but  no 
change  in  values  is  anticipated.

Cinchona. 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  correspondence  in  your 
esteemed  journal  of  August  19  and  September  9  as  to 
the  writing  of  the  word  "Cinchona,  '  which  for  euphonious 
reasons  was  accepted  as  such  at  the  Botanical  Congress 
he;d  in  London  in  the  year  1866,  1  may  mention  that  the 
chance  circumstance  that  from  1629  to  1639  Peru  was 
ruled  by  a  Spanish  Viceroy  who  bore  the  title  of  Count 
of  Chinchona,  whose  lady  during  his  Viceroyship  hap- 
pened to  be  cured  of  an  attack  of  malarial  fever  by 
quinaquina  powder,  has  led  to  the  assumption,  as  has 
frequently  occurred  with  translations  ,  that  the  name 
"Cinchona"  was  a  faulty  spelling  of  "Chinchona."  Now, 
"  Cinchona  "  is  merely  the  Spanish  word  "  Cinchon,"  to 
which  an  "  a  "  has  been  added  for  the  sake  of  euphony, 
and  signifying  broad  body-belt — a  name  given  to  the 
quinaquina-bark  from  its  outward  resemblance  to  a  broad 
girdle  encircling  the  trunk  of  the  tree.  As  of  yore, 
"  Cinchona  "  powder  is  still  called  Jesuit  Powder  in  the 
Spanish  vernacular  and  the  quinaquina-bark  Jesuit  Bark, 
but  for  the  rest  "Cinchona"  is  called- "  Quinaquina  "  in 
the  three  South  European  languages  of  Latin  origin ;  in 
Italian,  however,  it  is  spelt  "  Chinachina,"  while  the  pro- 
nunciation, as  in  Portuguese  and  Spanish,  is  "  Kinakina," 
which  shows  that  the  word  must  have  been  adopted,  it 
being  in  fact  native  Peru.  As  "  Xrayser  II."  has  stated, 
"  Cinchona "  in  the  three  mentioned  countries  is  solely 
employed  in  scientific  circles.

Sir. — It  is  very  difficult  to  understand  the  attitude  of 
"  S.  L.  R.,"  or  to  discover  in  your  article  (C.  <Jt  D.,  Octo- 
ber 21,  p.  43)  any  cause  for  thanks  or  rejoicing.  I  would 
like  to  point  out  to  "  S.  L.  R."  that  the  position  he  takes 
up  is  very  selfish.  It  is  exactly  on  all-fours  with  the  man 
who  derives  pounds  extra  profit  annually  from  the  work 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  yet  refuses  or  omits  to  contribute  his 
quota  to  the  work.

It  might,  be  well  to  remind  ourselves 
that  so  far  the  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
only  composed  of  human  beings ;  that  they  are  elected  by 
vote  ;  that  each  member  is  invited — nay.  desired — to  exer- 
cise his  vote;  and  that,  therefore^  "  the  Society  may  fairly 
be  said  to  represent  pharmacists."  Articles  like  "  Once 
More,  the  Hat."  being  directed  against  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  are  directed  also  against  its  members,  and  are 
decidedly  injurious  to  pharmacists,  because  they  seek  to 
discourage  unity,  to  foster  dissatisfaction  and  distrust.

"They  Almost  Look  as  One." 

Sir, — There  is  a  statement  in  your  Editorial  article  of 
October  28  which  confirms  the  views  which  I  have  held 
for  some  time  with  regard  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
It  is  as  follows  : 

The  English  Commissioners  appear  to  have  now  got  a  firm'  grip 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  headquarters,  and  they  are  work- 
ing together  so  well  that  they  almost  look  as  one. 

That  is  a  plain  statement,  which  ought  to  sink  deep  into 
the  mind  of  every  chemist  interested  in  Insurance  dis- 
pensing. Once  more  chemists,  under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr. 
Woolcock  and  his  col'eagues,  have  been  pledged  to  terms 
which  a  body  of  bricklayers  would  refuse  with  scorn.  Two 
questions  therefore  arise  in  the  minds  ef  all  practical  busi- 
ness men  :  (1)  Why  is  this  always  so?  (2)  What  is  the  remedy? 
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The  reason  this  always  is  so,  and  always  will  be  so  under 
existing  methods,  is  because  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
owing  to  its  constitution,  is  always  more  or  less  under  the 
thumb  of  the  Government.  It  is  just  the  same  with  the 
General  Medical  Council.  The  doctors  found  this  out 
years  ago,  that  in  any  negotiations  with  the  Government 
they  always  found  themselves  betrayed.  They  therefore 
set  about  to  create  that  strong  trade  union,  the  British 
Medical  Association.  At  the  time  of  the  institution  of 
the  Insurance  Act  the  General  Medical  Council  told  the 
doctors  to  accept  the  terms  offered  them,  but  the  B.M.A. 
refused,  and  the  result  was  2,000,000^.  given  to  the  doctors 
which  otherwise  they  would  never  have  had.  The  Govern- 
ment now  know  that  they  can  deal  with  the  G.M.C.  on 
educational  matters,  but  when  it  comes  to  questions  of 
remuneration  the  B.M.A.  has  the  final  word.  This  is  an 
object-lesson  for  the_  chemists  of  this  country.  When  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  had  our  examination  and 
registration  fees  let  us  have  done  with  it,  except  in  educa- 
tional matters.  Let  all  our  spare  cash  go  to  the  formation 
of  a  strong  national  union  of  pharmacists,  who  will  treat 
with  the  Government  on  all  matters,  as  well  as  undertake 
the  useful  work  now  performed  by  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association.  Of  course,  I  know  the  idea  would  be  opposed 
by  the  elderly  nominees  of  the  Society  who  have  reigned 
so  long  in  our  local  Associations.  We  have  them  in  Lanca- 
shire, and  can  afford  to  throw  them  off  as  encumbrances. 
What  does  "  Jay  Mack"  say  on  the  matter?

How  London  was  Dished. 
Sir, — But   for  an  absurd  resemblance,  to  "  Micawber," 
I   would   never  again  attend   a   meeting  of  pharmacists. 
Every  time  I  come  away  impressed  with  the  futility  of  it 
all,  and  convinced  that  cut-and-dried  have  it  their  own 
way.    The  big  meeting  on  Thursday,   October  26,   at  the 
Holborn  Restaurant  was  no  exception  to  the  rule.  The 
spirit  of  the  meeting  was  far  in  advance  of  that  of  the 
Executive,  yet  the  Executive  won   by  means  that  I  can 
only  describe  as  "  wangling."    This  was  especially  evident 
with  regard  to  a.  resolution  moved  by  Mr.  Atkin,  and 
seconded  by  myself,  which  demanded  "  That  the  Executive 
should  ask  the  Home    Office  to  enforce   a  definite  hour 
for  the  closing  of  chemists',  suggesting  8.30  p.m."     It  was 
contended  that,  with  the  early-closing  regulations  in  force, 
it  would  be  quite  reasonable  that  doctors  be  asked  by  the 
same  authority  to  see  their  N.H.I,  patients  an  hour  earlier 
in  the  evening,  making  their  time-limit  for  consultations 
for  general  practice  8  p.m.,   and  by  extending  that  time 
for  chemists  by  half  an  hour  all  N.H.I,  patients  would 
be  able  to  get  their  prescriptions  dispensed  the  same  night. 
Instead  _  of  putting  a  concise  motion  of  this  "kind  to  the 
vote   without   any  further  palaver,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive   (and    of  the    meeting)   strongly  desired  that 
their  own  motion,    which  was   indefinite  and   wobbly,  as 
might  be  expected,  should  be  carried.    By  juggling  '  from 
one  to  the  other,  so  that  the  meeting  was  absolutely  con- 
fused, he  gained  his  end.    The  spirit  of  this  meeting  also 
convinced  me  that  the  weakness  of  the  chemists'  bargain- 
ing power  with  the  Insurance  Commissioners  lay  not  with 
the   rank-and-file,    but  with  the   leaders     (a   term  which 
I  use  in  courtesy  only).    It  seems  to  me  that  from  the 
beginning    their    actions    have    been     characterised  by 
absurdity.    The  very  first  contract  was  an  impossible  one, 
but  the  Commissioners  were  on  the  right  side.    What  we 
gained  on  succeeding:  contracts  on  the  one  hand  we  lost 
(with  a  nice  slice  added)  on  the  other,  and  now  we  have 
reached  the  point  where,  if  we  have  no  extra  expenses  of 
staff,  etc.,  we  do  not  perha.ps  lose  on  it,  but  the  profit  is 
such  that  the  game  is  scarcely  worth  the  candle.    And  we 
were  called  too-other  to  apnrove  of  this,  if  you  please,  and 
I  suppose  the  Executive  will  say  "  We  did  approve."  '  Yes, 
cut-and-dried  approval  and  resolutions  were  rushed  through 
when  the  meeting  had  practically  broken  up.  The  Executive 
excise  for  this  poor  showing  is  "  that  chemists  are  not 
sufficiently  well-organised    to  applv    force    to  their  argu- 
ments," which  I  beg  to  characterise  as  bunkum.  They 
piously  hope   that  next  year   our  organisation    will  be 
strengthened.    They  suggest  that  to  threaten  to  withdraw 
from  the  nanel  because  we  do  not  tret  our  demands  con- 
ceded would  be  bad  citizenship  in  time  of  war,  which  is 
rather  unkind  to  Scotch  pharmacist*.     Nothing  about  the 
bad  citizenship  of  the  enforcing  of  cheap  physic  on  N.H.I, 
patients  in  time  of  war.    Oh,  no!    Messieurs  the  Executive, 
you  know  that  probably  more  than  90  per  oent.  of  panel 
chemists  are  organised;    you  ought  to  know   that  these 
chemists  would   have  supported  you   to  a  man   had  you 
demanded  from  the  Commissioners  the  same  terms  as  con- 
ceded to  our  Scotch  brothers,  which,   it  is  contended,  are 
25  per  cent,  better  than  ours.    Why  Eavevou  not?  Has 


the  status  of  being  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
enervated  you  ?  I,  for  one,  am  tired  of  this  polite  lethalising, 
and  my  experience  of  the  Local  Associations  enables  me 
to  say  that  neither  in  spirit  nor  in  letter  are  you  carrying 
out  the  wishes  of  members.  You  were  not  elected  to  your 
present  positions  to  "  lie  down  "  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  you  know  is  the  bar  to  pharmaceutical  pro- 
gress ;  you  were  elected  to  be  an  everlasting  stimulus  to 
it.  and  if  necessity  arose  to  lay  down  the  law  to  it. 
Well,  you  either  lead  or  you  don't.  At  present  you  don't; 
so  why  not  resign  and  clear  the  air  ?

Earlier  Shop-closing  Order. 

Sam  (118/61)  writes:  "How  is  it  possible  to  turn  out 
lights,  as  well  as  lock  the  shop-door,  when  it  is  incumbent 
on  us  to  restore  poisons  to  their  respective  cupboards,  and 
put  away  goods  easily  damaged  by  exposure,  after  having 
served  the  customer  ?  If  we  are  allowed  to  keep  our 
assistants  for  necessary  work  after  closing,  how  are  they 
able  to  do  their  duty  in  the  dark  ?  It  is  this  linking-up 
the  lighting  with  the  closing  of  shops  which  is  our  difficulty, 
especially  when  our  blinds  in  windows  and  at  shop-doors 
effectively  hide  all  lights  from  the  street.  The  application 
of  the  Sunday  Observance  Act,  with  its  penalties,  is  a  much 
more  serious  question  for  chemists  than  we  have  been 
aware  of,  as  I  am  sure  the  majority,  especially  those  who 
open  from  6  to  9  p.m.,  sell  almost  anything  that  is  asked 
for;  yet  to  be  penalised  for  those  articles  which  you  men- 
tion, which  are  distinctly  medicinal,  is  a  great  hardship, 
and  I  am  afraid  we  are  all  guilty,  as  they  are  asked  for 
every  Sunday.  There  is  never  a  case  reported  in  the 
journals,  and  the  facts  should  be  prominently  brought  to 
their  notice.  Under  the  circumstances  I  shall  seriously 
contemplate  only  answering  the  bell  when  medicine  is 
required  for  illness."

Legal  Queries. 


Broncho  (114/21). — Large  manufacturers  of  gelatin  cap- 
sules have  been  able  to  obtain  authority  from  the  Ministry 
of  Munitions  for  the  use  of  glycerin  in  the  manufacture  of 
medicinal  capsules.  Moreover,  the  gelatin  capsule-mass  B 
in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  p.  852,  is  in  the  "  British 
Pha  rmaceutical  Codex,"  and  chemists  and  druggists  are 
entitled  to  use  the  formula  without  applying  to  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions  for  authority. 

/.  E.  H.  (118/65.) — (1)  Proprietary  preparations  contain- 
ing cocaine  cannot  be  supplied  to  customers  without  a  pre- 
scription from  a  medical  practitioner  being  produced  by 
the  customer  in  each  case,  but  the  total  amount  of  cocaine 
contained  in  the  proprietary  article  is  not  reauired. 
(2)  Corn-paint  made  of  salicylic,  collodion  coloured  with 
extract  of  Indian  hemp  has  not  been  treated  as  a  preparation 
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of  Indian  hemp  covered  by  H.M.  Forces  Regulation  of 
May  9,  1916. 

Cornishman  (115/62). — The  Home  Secretary  decided  on 
October  26  that  instead  of  closing  at  seven  o'clock,  shops 
should  close  at  eight  o'clock  on  five  days  of  the  week  and  at 
nine  o'clock  on  Saturdays.  This  does  not  affect  the  early- 
closing  conditions  of  the  Shops  Act,  and  if  Thursday  is  your 
early-closing  day,  you  should  continue  closing  at  the  usual 
hour  on  that  day,  but  you  may  open  the  shop  to  customers 
for  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical  appliances.  The  shop 
should  not  be  opened  or  kept  open  after  the  closing  in 
order  to  attract  customers.  Lights  should  not  be  used  after 
the  closing-hours  unless  necessary  in  serving  a  customer 
with  medicine  or  medical  or  surgical  appliances. 

Unenlightened  (114/16). — The  terms  of  the  Earlier-closing 
Order  (V.  &  ]).,  October  28,  p.  38)  and  the  supplemental 
remarks  on  p.  46  show  that  lights  have  to  be  put  out 
when  all  the  customers  who  are  in  the  shop  at  the  closing- 
hour  have  been  served ;  it  must  then  be  closed,  and  may 
only  be  opened  (so  far  as  chemists  and  druggists  are  con- 
cerned) for  the  supply  of  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical 
appliances.  The  Order  does  not  make  any  addition  to  the 
statutory  particulars  in  regard  to  goods  carried  by  chemists 
which  they  may  not  sell  after  the  closing-hour.  It  is 
customary  to  have  such  goods  covered  with  a  cloth  if  the 
shop  is  open  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  medicines  or 
medical  or  surgical  appliances.  You  may  retain  an  assis- 
tant after  the  closing-hours  (except  on  his  half-holiday)  to 
complete  the  duties  of  the  day,  but  you  must  take  care 
that  the  shop  is  not  kept  open  nor  lighted  while  he  is 
doing  this.  We  presume  that  there  would  be  no  objections 
to  lighting  if  it  is  shaded  from  the  street.  The  Order  and 
the  Shops  Act  do  not  authorise  the  sale  during  closing- 
hours  of  foods,  feeding-bottles,  night-lights,  or  other  chil- 
dren's necessaries  unless  illness  can  be  proved.  The  Order 
and  the  Acts  do  not  apply  to  Sundays,  but  all  retail  trading 
whatsoever  is  controlled  by  the  Sunday  Observance  Act 
(see  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  364),  under  which  the  sale  of  medi- 
cines by  chemists  and  druggists  on  Sundays  is  regarded  as 
a  work  of  necessity ;  but  chemists  have  no  more  right  than 
any  other  retail  shopkeeper  to  keep  their  shops  open  on 
Sundays  unless  for  that  purpose.    (Replies  also  to  Fleet.)

Calomel  (98/22).— MrciLAGO  Chondri.— Chloroform  is  the 
best  preservative  for  this.  After  washing  the  moss  (1  oz.) 
boil  in  10  oz.  of  water,  remove  from  the  fire  or  6tove, 
add  50  oz.  of  chloroform-water,  cover,  stir  occasionally, 
and  strain  when  cold. 

It.  A.  (28/10).— (1)  Drug-trade  Directory.— Kelly's 
"  Directory  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  and  Allied  Trades  " 
(Kelly's  Directories,  Ltd.,  182,  183,  and  184  High  Holborn, 
London,  W.C.,  25s.);  "Register  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists" (Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  5s.).

W.  M.  B.  (113/38). — Extracted  Honey  can  only  be  kept 
in  the  liquid  condition  bv  storing  in  a  warm  place,  a  method 
of  storing,  however,  which  often  induces  fermentation. 

A.  W.  (117/36). — Metal-polishing  Paste. — Refer  ito 
C.  &  D.,  November  7,  1914.  p.  62,  as  we  cannot  at  present 
repeat  the  information  there  given. 

W.  D.  S.  L.  (119/17). — Rubber  Preservative. — A  solution 
of  glycerin  is  most  often  employed  as  a  preservative  or 
restorative  of  rubber,  but,  according  to  a  French  investi- 
gator, complete  immersion  in  distilled  water  is  the  best 
method. 


P.  &  T,  (113/59). —  Toothache- wax. 
two  recipes  on  the  lines  you  require  : 

I.  .  ,  'I 

Venice  turpentine  3iv. 
Liquid  paraffin   ...  3iv. 

Salol    3vj. 

Yellow  wax  ...  5iij.  Sti 
Alkanet-root  ...  a  suffi- 
ciency to  colour 
Triturate  together  the 
salol,  turpentine,  and  oil, 
then  add  the  wax,  pre- 
viously coloured  by  macera- 
ting with  the  alkanet ; 
allow  to  cool,  arid  roll  into 
sticks  or  cut  into  pellets.

Paraffin  wax  ...  3  parts 
Burgundy  pitch  ...  3  parts 
Oil  of  cloves  ...  1  part 
Carbolic  acid  ...  1  part 
Melt  the  paraffin  and 
pitch  together,  and  when 
nearly  cold  add  the  other 
ingredients,  mix  with 
cotton.,  and  cut  into  short 
rods,  which  should  be 
wrapped  in  waxed  paper. 


Nik  (113/37).— To  Cure  Rabbit-skins.— Stretch  the  fresh 
skins  on  a  board,  fur  side  downwards.  Scrape  off  all 
superfluous  fat,  and  for  a  week  wet  daily  with  a  solution  of 
1  lb.  each  of  alum  and  salt  in  2  gals,  of  water.  Then 
smooth  the  surface  with  pumice-stone,  and  apply  arsenical 
soap  made  from  such  a  recipe  as  the  following : 

White   arsenic    4  parta 

Slaked  lime    4  parts 

Sodium  carbonate    12  parts 

Powdered  camphor    3  parts 

Soft  soap    4  parts 

Mix  well  together,  and  add  a  little  water  to  bring  the 
mixture  to  the  consistence  of  soft  soap. 

Demo  (12/48). — Manufacture  of  Matches. — It  is  stated  in 
Bloxam's  "  Chemistry  "  that  "  very  excellent  matches  may- 
be made  upon  the  small  scale  "  in  the  following  manner  : 
First  of  all,  slips  of  wood  are  dipped  in  melted  sulphur 
so  as  to  acquire  a  slight  coating,  then  to  make  safety- 
matches  one  gram  of  powdered  potassium  chlorate  and  ono 
gram  of  antimony  sulphide  are  made  into  a  paste  with  a 
few  drops  of  a  warm  solution  of  2  grams  of  gelatin  in  5  c.c. 
of  water,  the  sulphured  matches  being  tipped  with  this 
composition.  The  rubbing  surface  is  prepared  with  2  grams 
of  red  phosphorus  and  one  gram  of  finely  powdered  glass, 
mixed  with  a  solution  of  gelatin  and  painted  on  paper  or 
cardboard  with  a  brush. 

.7.  F.  W.  (79/40).— Books  on-  Geology.— Lyell's  "  Student's 
Elements  of  Geology "  (Murray.  9s.) ;  Jukes-Brofcvne's 
"Student's  Handbook  of  Physical  Geology  "  (Bell,  7s.  6d.); 
Lapworth's  "  Intermediate  Text-book  of  Geology  "  (Black- 
wood, 5s.). 

R.  H.  (118/56). — Cider  is  best  preserved  by  careful 
filtration  and  subsequent  heating  to  170°  F.  for  ten  minutes, 
then  bottling  in  thoroughly  sterilised  bottles.  The  pre- 
servative commonly  used  is  sodium  salicylate  in  the  pro- 
portion of  two  to  three  grains  per  pint. 

Subscriber  (118/38).— The  Military  Service  Acts  do  not 
exempt  indentured  apprentices  to  chemists  from  service  if 
they  are  over  eighteen,  but  temporary  exemption  has  been 
given  by  Tribunals,  and  the  general  practice  is  not  to  call 
up  such  men,  especially  if  they  are  engaged  in  scientific 
or  medical  education,  which  chemists'  apprentices  some- 
times are.  It  is  important  that  your  appi-entice  should 
do  nothing  that  might  be  construed  as  an  indication  that  he 
wants  to  shirk  the  seTvice  ;  straightforward  action  is  bene- 
ficial. 

/.  B.  (79/34). — Infant-feeding. — We  do  not  know  of  any 
book  dealing  solely  with  the  use  of  cow's  milk  for  feeding 
infants.  The  information  is  given  in  books  on  infant-feedj 
ing,  such  as  Cheadle's  "Artificial  Feeding  of  Infants' 
(5s.),  Cantley's  "  Natural  and  Artificial  Methods  of  Feed- 
ins  Infants  "  (7s.  bd.),  and  Vincent's  "  Nutrition  of  the 
Infant  "  (10s.  6d.). 

F.  S.  (106/64). — Ticket-writing  Ink. — We  think  you  will 
have  better  success  with  a  basis  of  borax  solution  of  shellac 
or  water-glass.  For  black  you  can  either  mix  this  with 
ivory-black  or  evaporate  ordinary  writing-ink  to  half  its 
bulk,  and  then  make  up  to  the  original  volume  with 
shellac  solution.  The  Shellac  Solution  is  made  by  boiling 
together  shellac  2  oz.,  borax  2  oz.,  water  20  oz.,  until 
solution  takes  place.
